2 .     CONSOLIDATI ON  OF  EXTENSION  OFFICES . 


The  Office  of  Extension  Work  in  the  South  and  the  Office  of  Exten- 
sion Work  in  the  North  and  West  of  the  States  Relations  Service  will  be 
consolidated  effective  October  1,  the  new  office  to  be  known  as  the  Office 
of  Extension  Work,  Dr.  C.  B.  Smith  will  be  chief  of  the  combined  organi- 
zation with  Mr.  J.  A.  Evans  as  con'sulting  specialist.  Memorandum  No.  3^7 
of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary,  relative  to  this  reorganization,  is  being 
distributed  to  field  offices  with  this  issue  of  The  Bureau  News. 

3.     BUREAU'S  REPORTS  CABLED  TO  TEE  AB^lSNTniS. 

The  news  services  of  this  bureaii  form  the  basis  of  a  cablegram 
which  is  sent  to  the  Argentine  government  every  week  by  its  Corcmercial 
Attache,  Mr.  Carlos  A.  Vallejo.    This  cablegram  contains  a  digest  of  the 
condition  and  estimated  yields  of  crops  and  of  the  prices  of  grain,  '.tooI  , 
cotton,  live  stock  and  meats.    The  Argentine  embassy  in  England  and  in 
Italy  send  similar  messages  each  vireek  covering  crop  estimates  and  prices 
in  those  countries.

5.  EECOBD  WEEK  FOR  TOIIHOUSS  DIVISION.

The  6S  gvain  'A^rehouses ,  having  an  aggregate  total  capacity  of  ap- 
proximately 3,^+00.000  bushyls,  are  located  in  the  grain  producing  area 
of  the  State  of  Washington.

Addi- 
tional applications  from  gi'aiu  warehouiiemcn  in  the  States  of  Oregon, 
Washington,  Idaho  a.nd  Colorado  bring  the  total  of  applications  received 
during  that  week  to  I50.  •

S.     IiroiCATION  OF  SIGNATURE  ON  CARBONS.

Owing  to  recent  re- 
ductions in  the  number  of  ths  employes  in  the  Section  of  Mails  and  Files, 
this  practice  cannot  be  continued  further.    Hereafter,  ca.rbons  received 
in  that  section  'vithout  the  autographed  initials  of  the  officer  signing 
the  letter  or  memcrand^m,  or  having  his  name  or  imitaoion  signature 
stamped,  writteii  or  typemritten  thereon,  will  be  ret-urned  to  the  division 
in.  which  they  originated.

While  no  def ignite  prograia  has  been  prepared,  such  subjects  as  acre- 
age and  the  reconciliation  of  our  estimates  with  the  cenr.us,  the  prepara- 
tion of  press  material  and  the  fut^or^e  handling  of  mid-month  prlca"  statis- 
tics, are  certain  to  come  before  the  meeting  for  thorough  discussion. 

10 .  EmnnATJON  mj^  inz^lomJM^^^.^JJimvisoB.  and  assista.^'IT . 

The  Civil  Service  Comiiussion  arn'ounces  an  open  competitive  exami- 
r^tion  for  Live  Stock  Market  Supervisor  and  Live  Stock  Market  Assistant 
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Supervisor  to  fill  twentv-five  vacancies  in  tho  department  in  connection 
■virith  the  administration  of  the  Packers'  e^nd  Stcck.jsrds  Act.     The  duties 
of  appointees  will  he  of  an  investigational  and  supervisory  nature,  and 
the  sa-lary  range  will  be:    for  Supervicor,  $2,^00  to  $U-,000,  and  for 
Assistant  Supervisor,  $1,S00  to  $2,U00.    Omng  to  the  needs  of  the 
service,  applications  Vvlll  be  received  until  further  notice,  and  papers 
^ivill  be  rated  as  received  and  certification  made  in  accordance  ^-dth  the 
requirements  of  the  service.    Eating  will  be  on  the  basis  of  educe.tion, 
practical  experience  and  fitness  and  on  a  paper  or  discussion  dealing 
v;ith  some  phase  of  the  live  stock  or  meat  industry.    From  eight  to  ten 
years'  experience  in  one  or  more  phases  of  live-stock  marketing  is  re- 
fj.uired,  with  the  alternative  of  substituting  educe-tion  for  experience, 
such  substitution  not  to  exceed  six  years.    Applications  (Form  211S)  and 
announcements  may  be  obtained  from  the  Civil  Sei-vics  Commission. 

11.  ADDRESSING  MP  DUPLICATING. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  articles  2,  3  ^^^L  h  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Handbook.    Apparently  little  attention  lias  been  given  to  these 
articles.    Orders  for  addressing  and  duplicating  'vvork  frequently  do  not 
contain  complete  instructions.    Hereafter,  in  such  cases,  if  the  omission 
of  any  part  of  the  necessary  instructions  is  apparent.  ":he  order  v'ill  be 
returned  by  the  Addressing  and  Duplicating  Section  to  uLe  division  from 
Vvhich  the  order  is  received,  calling  attention  to  the  onission.     If,  how- 
ever, the  order  is  of  siich  a  nature  that  it  seems  to  be  complete  and  theijrork 
is  accomplished  upon  that  basis,  any  supplemental  order  for  the  completion 
of  the  work  will  have  to  talce  its  turn  in  the  status  of  a  new  order. 

12.  INSPECTION  OF  SOUTHFIESTERIT  WAREHOUSES  KEAEING  COMPLETION. 

In  connection  mth  the  inspection  of  cotton  warehouses  for  the  ^ar 
Finance  Corporation,  it  is  hoped  th^t  the  work  for  the  Oklahoma  Cotton 
Growers'  Association  vdll  be  completed  at  an  early  date.    Preliminary  in- 
spection of  "/arehouses  to  be  used  by  the  Texas  Farm  Bureau  Cotton  Associ- 
ation in  connection  ^vith  loans  to  be  made  to  it  by  the  War  Finance  Corpora- 
tion will  also  be  com.pleted  mthin  a  few  days.     To  take  care  of  subsequent 
inspections  of  warehouses  to  be  used  by  both  of  these  cotton  associations, 
Mr,  ¥.  P.  Crow  of  Galveston,  Texas,  has  been  employed, and  "111  be  carried 
on  the  rolls  of  the  War  Finance  Corporation. 

13.  USE  OF  REGISTRATION  ENVELOPES. 

The  Postmaster  General  has  called  attention  to  an  insta.nce  where 
a'' large  sealed  envelope  with  the  official  registry-  label  of  the  Depart-' 
ment  pasted  on  it  ^^vas  found  in  an  ordinary  mail  sack.    The  use  of  this 
la.bel  on  ordinary  letters  may  result  in  confusion  in  handling  the  m.ails. 
Therefore,  the  request  of  the  Post  Office  Department  that  the  use  of  offi- 
cial registration  envelopes  and  labels  be  restricted  to  articles  actually 
registered  should  be  complied  vdth. 
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1^+ .    PRESERVATION  OF  PSRISHABLES  BY  FBIEZUIQ. 

Dr.  D.  3.  Carrick,  of  the  Division  of  Preser\-atiou  of  Fruits  and 
Vegeta"bles  in  Transit  and  Stora.ge,  has  "bften  engaged  in  a  study  of  method 
of  preserving  perisiv:bie  fruits  and  veg& tables  by  freezing,  and  of  handl 
ing  the  frozen  products.    His  investiga.tio.n- deVv?ioped  that  temperatures 
from  zero  to  3.0"  above,  Fahrenheit,  are  best  adapted  for  long  preserva- 
tion mtho'j.t  deterioration. 

During  the  course  of  his  study  he  found  that  certain  varieties  of 
berries  which  had  been  frozon  and  hvad  been  held  in  cold  storage  for  one 
year  were  in  practically  as  souiid  condition  as  v/hen  placed  in  storage, 
and  furch.ermore  they  did  not  show  the  usual  breaking  do^m  or  collapse 
characteristic  of  frozen  fruits  and  vegetables  when  thawed.    This  suc- 
cessful experiment  gives  proraise  of  the  adaptability  of  these  particular 
varieties  of  berries  for  holding  in  frozen  storage. 

These  are  a  fe-.v  of  the  many  points  which  Dr.  Carrick  mil  discuss 
in  a  report  which  is  in  the  course  of  preparation. 

15.  ^ASIE  COTTON  SOLD. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty  bales  or  lh^,C^^b  pounds  of  cotton  which 
had.  been  accuinulated  in  the  course  of  the  preparation  of  the  official, 
cotton  sta.nd.?.rd'5  and  which  were  J>.o.;  Icngier  U3slul  for  th^at  purpose  were 
sold  for  $16,7^3  ■  05'    This  ^ount  .wp:s  turned,  in  , ta  ^the  Treasury  to  be 
deposited  to  the. credit  of  the  rcvor.viug  fvja^  for  the  purchase  of  other 
cotton  f or _  standards.    Owing  ^o  ■*:i:.e  prumponess  with  'vhich  this  cotton 
was  disposed  of,  the  last  of  it  nas  shipped  to  the  sitccessful  bidder  the 
day  before  the  fire  destroyed  the  warehouse  at  Alexandria.

17.       A  COUNT  OF  THE  F^M  POPULATION  IN  SEVEW  COUNTIES  is  being  made  by 
the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  from  the  U.  S.  census 
schedules  of  the  I92O  census.    The  counties  involved  are:    Otsego,  New 
York;  Wake,  North  Carolina;  Dane,  Wisconsin;  Elli^,  Texas;  Scott  and  New 
.Madrid,  Missouri;  and  King  County,  Washington.    The  count  includes  all 
persons  living  on  farms  and  all  persons  engaged  in  agriculture  but  living 
within  villages ,  to^wis  or  cities.    A  tabulation  of  this  farm  population 
is  being  made  with  respect  to  its  composition  and  characteristics, 

IS.       A  CONFERENCE  OF  LIVE  STOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL  OFFICIALS  was  .held 
at  St.  Paul  September  2^  and  25  ^ot  the  purpose  of  perfecting  bulletins 
on  market  classes  and  grades  of  live  stock.  It  was  attended  by 

Messrs.  E,  W.  Balrer  and  D.  L.  Swanson  ©f  the  Chicago  office;  Mr.  Elmer 
Lende  of  Omaha,  and  Messrs.  D«  J,  Slater  and  A.  L.  Smeby  of  St.  Paul. 

19.  A  SEVTEW  OF  THE  BROOM  AND  BROOM  CORN  INDUSTRY,  prepared  by  Mr. 
G.  B.  Alguire  and  recently  released  to  trade  journals,  has  had  a  most 
encouraging  reception.    "Broom  and  Broom  Corn  News"  prints  it  in  full 
under  the  caption  "Most  complete  sunmary  of  the  indxxstry  ever  compiled"; 
while  other  pa,pers  are  running  it  in  whole  or  in  part.    One  trade  paper 
offers  to  -print  it  in  pami^hlet  form,  for  distribution,  free  of  charge. 

20.  A  BILL,  S.  2^771  authorizing  and  directitig  the  Secretary  of  Com- 
tierce  to  collect  and  publish  semi-annually  or  oftener  statistics  concern- 
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ing  the  production  and  consumption  of  cotton  and  its  by-products,'  was 
introduced  in  the  Senate  September  22  by  Senator  Overman,  and  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry. 

21.  THE  SECEETAHY  OF  THE  ORDEPXY  MARKETING  SUB- COMMITTEE  of  the 
Farmers  Live  Stock  Marketing  Committse  of  Fifteen,  Mr.  C.  L.  Harlan,  had 
a  conference  mth  the  Secretary  and  Dr.  Taylor  last  :veek  reia-tive' to  some 
studies  of  the  marketing  of  live  stock  and  live  stock  products  which  this 
bureau  is  considering  undertaking. 

22.  ■  "KNOW  YOUR  MAFiTETS"  is  the  slogan  of  the  Division  of  Market  In- 
formation.   Yearbook  Separate  S3^'  bears  this  slogan  for  a  title.    In  it 
Mr.  W.  A.  Wheeler  and  Mr.  Frs.nk  George  give  a  comprehensive  statement,  of 
the  market  neTO  wor?r  of  tht  bureau,  including  the  r'egular.  news  services 
relating  to  the  various  commodities,  The  Market  Reporter,  the  Marketgram 
service  and  the  radio  news  services.    Unfortunately  only  a  limited  number 
of  copies  are  available. 

23.  AN  ANALYSIS  OF  TEE  TRADE  AND  SERVICE  AGENCIES  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  farm  population  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  sunmer  in 
Webster  City  and  Jewell,  Iowa,  by  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm 
Economics.     This  study  is  one  of  a  series  seeking  to  discover  how  far 
merchandising  methods  are  responsible  for  the  farmer's  standard  of  living. 

2k,        THE  REVIEWING  SECTION  AND  MAILS  AND  FILES  were  visited  last  wek 
and  the  work  studied  in  some  detail  by  representatives  of  the  States  Re- 
lations Service  who  are  contemplating  the  installation  of  central  files 
and  a  system  of  viseing  outgoing  mail  in  connection  with  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  Extension  Offices. 

25.  ^    ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  KURO  NAKASHIMA  of  the  Hokkaido  Imperial  Uni-  . 
versity  visited  the  b-ureau  on  Saturday,  September  17,  with  a  view  to 
learning  what  the  bureau  is  doing.    Professor  Nakashima  was  given  a  des- 
cription of  our  grain,  cotton  and  wool  work  and  he  displayed  much  inter- 
est in  the  exhibits  shown  him. 

2€.       A  PRELIMINARY  REPORT  ON  THE  COST  OF  PRODUCING  WHEAT  in  the  winter 
wheat  belt  for  the  year  I92O  has  just  been  issued  by  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management-  and  Farm  Economics. 

27.        THETfARMERS'  STAND/J?DS  of  living  are  being  studied  in  Livingston 
County,  New  York,  by  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  in 
cooperation  with  the  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture.     There  are 
three  people  engaged  in  the  field  work,  which  3.ncludes  a  house  to  house 
canvass  of  about  ^-50  farm  homes. 

2g.  •  APPEALS  UNDER  THE  GRAIN  STANDARDS  ACT  handled  during  the  first  ten 
weeks  of  this  crop  year  numbered  3657.  For  the  corresponding  period  last 
year  but  S55  appeals  had  been  filed.    Therefore,  the  appeal  business  dur- 
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ing  the  early  crop  movement  has  increased  33^^       compared  with  one  year 
ago . 

29.  THE  GRADES  FOR  IHITE  POTATOES  recommended  by  this  bureau  have  been 
adopted  by  the  States  of  New  York  and  Utah  during  the  past  month. 

30.  THE  FARM  BUSINESS  ANALYSIS  STUDY  for  the  fifth  year  of  about  3OO 
citrus  fruit  and  truck  farms  in  Florida  will  be  undertaken  about  October 
1  by  the  Section  of  Farm  Organization. 

31.  PROF.  A.  E.  CANCE,  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  con- 
ferred with  the  Secretary  and  Dr.  Taylor  last  week. 

32.  Jfr.  C.  F-  Creswell,  a  former  employe  of  this  bureau,  who  was  in 
Washington  last  week  in  the  interest  of  the  National  Milk  Producers'  Feder- 
ation with  which  he  is  now  affiliated,  called  at  the  bureau  last  'Friday.

In  this  new  position,  which  was  provided  for  "by  Congress  in  the 
Act  making  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year-'1922,  Dr.  Bali  will  liave 
general  supervision  of  the  scientific  research  work,  and  mil  advise 
with  the  bureau  chiefs  and  with  the  Secretary  ^vith  regard  to: 

1.  The  scientific  personnel, 

2.  Plans  and  project  outlines  of  scientific  work. 

3-    The  coordination  and  correlation  of  the  scientific  work 
with  the  view  of  directing  it  toward  the  solution  of 
national  agi'i cultural  problems  involving  more  than 
one  field  of  effort.  " 
U.    The  selection  of  scientific  manuscripts  for  publication, 
advising  with  the  Assistant  Secretary  as  to  the 
manner  of  publication'^ 
5.    Such  other  matters  as  later  may  be  deterained. 
In  connection  with  this  appointment,  the  Secretary  stated  that 
it  is  not  his  purpose  to  in  any  degree  lose  contact  with  any  of  the  work 
of  the  department.    On  the  contrary,  he  hopes  to  come  into  closer  contact 
with  that  work  through  being  relieved  of  some  of  the  administrative  de- 
tails which  now  cons-ume  such  a  large  amount  of  his  time. 

2.  APPOINTMENT  OF  MR.  PUGSLEY  CONFIRMED. 

The  appointment  of  llr .  Charles  W.  Pugs  ley,  of  Nebraska,  to  be 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture  was  confirmed  by  the  S-nate  on  Sep- 
tember 2^,  and  Mr.  Pugsley  took  up  his  new  duties  on  October  1.    For  the- 
present  he  will  be  especially  charged  with  the  general  supervision  of  the 
extension  and  publication  work  of  the  department,  and  will  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  law  or  may  from  time  to  time  "'.e  assigned 
to  that  office. 

3.  JURISDICTION  OF  MR.  MORRILL  AND  MR.  FITTSV 

The  following  memorandiam  has  just  been  issued  by  the  Chief: 

"Mr.  Chester  Morrill  has .been  appointed  Assistant  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  forrirulating  the  plans  and  estab- 
lishing the  jprganization  necessary  for  the  administration  of  the  Packers 
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and  Stockyards  Act,  and,  therefore,  will  no  longer  hold  the  title  of 
Assistant  Chief  of  this  'burea-a.    He  will,  however,  continue  to  assist  the 
Chief  of  this  b-urean  by  supervising  the  activities  embraced  within  the 
duties  of  his  former  position  as  Assistant  Chief,  and  the  same  relations 
that  have  heretofore  existed  between  him  and  the  members  of  the  forces  of 
this  bureau  will  continue. 

"However,  except  in  cases  regarding  which  personal  cons"alta- 
tion  with  Mr.  Morrill  is  desired,  all  matters  falling  within  his  juris- 
diction should  be  submitted  to  Mr.  H.  F.  Fitts,  Assistant  in  Regu.latory 
Work,  who  will  give  them  such  immediate  attention  as  they  reCi.uire,  as 
Assistant  to  Mr.  Morrill  for  this  purpose. 

"Mr.  Fitts  is  authorized  to  sign  as  Acting  Chief  of  this  bureau 
any  letters,  papers,  or  documents  upon  vfhloh  the  signature  of  the  Chief 
or  Acting  Chief  is  otherwise  necessary  and  which  heretofore  have  been 
handled  by  Mr.  Morrill  but  do  not  involve  any  (Questions  that  need  Ms 
personal  attention. 

"In  the  absence  of  both  the  Chief  and  the  Associate  Chief  of 
the  bureau,  Mr,  Morrill  is  authorized  to  act  as  Chief. 

"In  order  to  relieve  Mr.  Morrill  of  the  direct  administrative 
responsibility  for  the  work  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  Mr.  H.  S.  Yohe,  who 
has  been  assisting  Mr.  Morrill  in  that  work,  is  now  designated  to  act  in 
full  charge  of  the  division," 

^  .     COMMISSI  ON  TO  APPRAISE  CENTER  MBKET  NAMED . 

The  President  has  appointed  the  three  commissioners  to  appraise 
the  property  of  the  Washington  Market  Company  as  authorized  in  the  Act  of 
March  ^,  I921  (Public  No.  399)  entitled  "An  Act  to  repeal  and  arjnul  cer- 
tain parts  of  the  charter  and  lease  granted  and  made  to  the  Washington 
Market  Co.  by  Act  of  Congress  entitled  'An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Washing- 
ton Market  Com-pany '  approved  May  20,  ISJO."    The  commissioners  are:  Mr, 
Frank  A,  Home,  of  Freeport,  Long  Island,  N.  I.,  President  of  the  Mer- 
chants Refrigerating  Co.  of  New  York,  Chairman;  Mr.  John  H.  Walker,  of 
Hockessin,  Delaware;  and  Mr,  Louis  Addison  Dent,  a  lawer  of  Washington, 
D.  C. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  purchase  by  the  United  States  from  the 
Washington  Market  Co.  of  the  structure  and  appurtenances  thereto,  known 
as  The  Center  ?^arket,  and  for  the  operation  of  that  market  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  until  Congress  shall  make  some  other  disposition  of 
the  property. 

In  accordance  mth  the  Secretary's  direction,  this  bureaix  ha^  been 
formulating  a  method  of  procedure  for  the  operation  of  the  market  after 
the  commission  has  made  the  award  prescribed  by  law  and  the  property  falls 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary. 

5.    DR.  GRAY  TO  HEAD  LAND  UTILIZATION  COIMTTEE. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics  of  the 
Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics,  is  to  be  chairman  of  the 
Departmental  committee  appointed  by  the  Secretary  to  consider  the  whole 
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q.uestion  of  land  utilization. 

The  coriir.ittee  is  instructecL  to  give  careful  consideration  to  our 
present  crop  production,  home  constcnption,  and  foreign  demand,  relating 
the  land  now  under  cultivation  to  present  and  near  future  demands.  This 
\'7?.il  "be  follo'ved  "by  a  careful  survey  of  the  various  classes  of  land  which 
in  the  future  can  "be  brought  under  cultivation,  such  as  the  arid  land, 
the  BwaiEfp  land  and  cu.t-over  land.     The  proper  utilization  of  land  both 
for  jii.ltivation  and  reforestation  is  also  to  be  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

Circular  No.  SI  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary,  giving  the  person- 
nel of  this  committee  g-nd  outlining  m.ore  in  detail  its  functions,  is  being 
d'tt-.'ibuted  to  field  offices  with  this  issue  of  The  Bureau  News.  Distri- 
bution of  the  circular  to  members  of  the  Washington  staff  has  already  been 
made . 

0 ,    VrASHTNGTON  OFFICIALS  TO  ATTEI^  MEETINGS  OF  STATISTICIANS . 

In  order  to  maintain  personal  contact  mth  the  field  statisticians, 
Mr,  L.  M.  Estabrook,  the  Associate  Chief,  is  planning  to  attend  the  three 
group  meetings  which  have  been  arranged  for  October.  It  is  hoped  that  Dr. 
Taylor  may  be  able  to  participate  in  at  least  one  of  the  conferences, 
probably  the  one  to  be  held  at  Madison,  but  owing  to  the  many  demands  upon 
his  time  this  cannot  be  definitely  determined  until  nearer  the  time  of  the 
meeting. 

Mr.  Nat  C.  Murray  and  Dr.  S.  A.  Jones,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  Esti- 
mates, will  take  part  in  one  or  more  meetings,  while  Mr.  Charles  E.  Gage 
and  Mr.  Z.  B.  Pettet  will  attend  all  three  of  them. 

Mr.  Llcj'd  S.  Tenny,  in  ch^.rgo  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Rela- 
tions, will  participa.te  in  the  meetings  at  Madison  and  Salt  Lake  City  where 
he  \vill  tell  the  statisticians  about- the  bureau's  cooperative  relations 
^ivlth  the  va,rious  state  ofric:-.al3  and  explain  to  them  the  development  of  the 
marketing  'rork  in  the  different  states  and  the  desirability  of  conducting 
all  of  our  work  along  fi^nda.mentally  sound  lines  and  in  such  a  way  as  to 
coordinate  state  and  fodaral  activities, 

Mr.  Y^.  A.  Tneeler,  Speciaj.ist  in  charge  of  Market  Information,  is 
arranging  to  attend  all  of  the  gatherings  to  discuss  the  various  ir^forma- 
tion  activities  of  the  bureau,  including  the  dissemination  of  crop  reports, 
and  to  outline  to  the  sta;j  sticians  the  market  news  services  of  the  bureau. 
Ho  will^also  discuss  the  arrangement  for  the  consolidation  of  the  weekly 
Market  reporter  and  the  monthly  Crop  Reporter  into  one  publication  to  be 
kno-vn  as  "Crops  and  Markets",  and  will  no  doubt  speak  about  the  present 
and  e.x,pected  development  of  the  radio  service. 

It  is  also  possible  that  Mr.  George  M.  Rommel,  Chief  of  the  Animal 
Hvsbe-ndry  Division  of  the  B^oreau  of  Animal  Industry,  may  address  one  or 
more  of  the  conferences. 

Every  ennicye  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  and  the 
Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  who  is  stationed  in  a  city 
where  a  meeting  is  to  be  held  is  expected  to  attend  at  least  the  general 
session  which  mil  in  all  cases  be  held  on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting.

In  order  to  conserve  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  for  telephone 
service,  the  Secretar-r  directs,  iti  Memorand-um  ITo .  3^3  dated  September  I9 , 
that  the  regijilations  embodied  in  paragraph  3  '^f  Circiolar  No.  33  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  be  strictly  observed.     These  regulations  are: 

1.  No  CiT^'nges  in  telephone  e^^uipmsnt  shall  be  made 
except  when  shsolutsly  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  public 
busine  s  s . 

2,  No  expenditure  shall  be  made  lOr  installa'uiou, 
service  comection,  change  of  location,  directory,  circuit, 
or  switchboard  charges,  except  after  a  thorough  consider- 
ation of  the  need  for  the  sa-me . 

3-  Telephone  accounts  shall  be  cc-.refully  checked  ■ 
each  month  as  regards  the  mjimber  of  instruments,  calls,  ex- 
tension stations,  disconnected  stations,  new  stations,  and 
removals  and  clianges  of  location. 

^.  The  number  of  personal  calls  shall  be  restricted 
to  the  :mnimum.    'The  records  seem  to  indicate  a  great  in- 
crea.se  in  the  use  of  the  service  in  this  respect. 

5-  With  reference  to  the  matter  of  removals  or 
changes  of  locations ,  telephones  shall  be  installed  in  a, 
manner  that  the  wiring  between  the  bell  box  and  the  instrii- 
ment  shall  not  pass  through  an  opening  in  any  part  of  a 
desk  or  table. 

6.  7/ith  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  remova,! 
officials  from  one  office  to  another,  involving  the  ;--r.r.'v  ... 
or  installation  of  telephones,  old  telephone  numbers  ^y-i^.ll 
be  retained  only  when  absolutely  necessary,  and  when  such 
retention  is  desired  the  Telephone  Company  shall  be  re- 
quested to  make  the  change  in  the  terminal  room  in  the 
building  containing  the  office  concerned. 

The  inhibition  against  using  official  telephones  for  private  calls 
is  also  stated  in  Administrative  Re.g'alation  No.  2kS  as  follo-.T-s*. 
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"The  use  of  official  telephones  for  outgoing  private 
messages  is  strictly  prohibited;  such  messages  irrast  be  sent 
from  the  public  booths.     Important  a;nd  necessary  incoming 
rressages  may  be  received,  ■b^:!t  supervisory  employes  of  the 
V£irious  bureaus  roast  see  that  this  privilege  is  not  abused." 

■Inasmuch  as  several  coitrplaints  have  teen  made  recently  of  vicla- 
tion  of  the  above  regt\l3-tion,  the  practice  must  cease. 

9.  PRIMING  OF  LETTERHSADS. 

Tiae  following  recostrhendation  of  the  Permanent  Conference  on  Print- 
ing, relative  to  the  printing  and  embossing  of  letterheads  for  the  e::ecu- 
tive  departments  and  independent  establishments  of  the  Goverrii^ient ,  has 
been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Budget  and  'vill  be  observed  by  the 
Government  Printing  Office  in  the  execution  of  such  work: 

"Letterheads  shall  be  vjiiform  in  size  and  weight  and  ^ 
grade  of  paper  -standard  size  of  letterheads  to  be  8  x  10-1/2 
inches,  but  may  be  S  x  7  inches  or  S  x  ^-l/^  inches;  ink  to 
be  black  or  blue  record;  maximum  weight  of  pa.per  to  be  sub- 
staaice  20,  and  Quality  not  to  be  superior  to  '^sAiite  bond  or 
white  writing,  50  per  cent  rag;  orders  to  be  pla,ced  for  six 
months'  supply  at  one  time;  embossed  letterheads,  noteheads 
and  envelopes  to  be  furnished  only  for  the  President,  Vice 
President,  and  heads  of  the  executive  departments." 
The  Secretary  directs  that  the  rules  incorporated  in  this  recom- 
mendation be  observed  hereafter  in  ordering  such  printing. 

10.  PEBSOKTNSL  TRAHSEERS  WITHIN  BUPEAU. 

Hereafter,  a  req.uest  for  the  transfer  of  an  employe  from  one  divi- 
sion of  the  bureau  to  another  shoiald  be  prepared  for  the  approval  of  the 
Associate  Chief.     The  memorandum  should  be  addressed  to  the  Chief,  as  at 
present,  but  two  carbons  should  bl  made,  one  for  the  files,  and  the  other 
to  be  referred  to  the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts  when  the  transfer 
has  been  approved.     Tne  other  procedure  in  article  1^0  of  the  Administra- 
tive Handbook  will  remain  unchanged. 

After  signa:ture  by  the  division  leader  requesting  the  transfer, 
the  recj.uest  '^n.ll  be  sent  to  the  division  in  which  the  employe  in  ciuestion 
is  employed,  then  to  the  Associate  Chief  for  approval,  after  which  it  ^^11 
be  handled  in  the  Persomal  Section. 

11.  SEED  GRAIN  LOMIS. 

The  Secretary  has  approved  vhe  recommendation  of  Mr.  Estabrook, 
Chairman  of  the  Seed  Loan  Committee,  to  enlarge  the  branch  office  at  Grand 
Forks,  N.  D.,  under  Mr.  Theodosius  T'.'ade,  by  employing  a  number  of  field 
inspectors  to  aid  in  loan  collections.     These  inspectors  will  have  head- 
CLuarters  at  Grand  Forks  and  will  travel  in  the  co-'.inties  '-/here  seed  leans 
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were  made  to  investigate  individual  cases  of  irregularity,  reports  of  crop 
failures,  especially  in  localities  where  crops  were  generally  good,  verify- 
ing facts  stated  in  applications  for  extension  of  loans  by  borrowers  wao 
harvested  a  fair  crop  but  who  are  unable  to  pay  their  debts  and  iaave  enough 
left  for  seed  and  living  expenses  through  next  crop  season,  and  to  circu- 
late discreet  publicity  to  the  effect  that  delinquent  cases  vdll  be  in- 
vestigated and  that  the  Government  expects  fxill  and  prompt  settlement  from 
borrowers  who  are  able  to  pay  off  their  loans.    Mr.  James  E.  Williams  of 
the  Solicitor's  office  and  Mr.  Chalmers  T.  Forster  of  the  Inspection  of- 
fice have  been  appointed  as  field  inspectors. 

Mr.  T!fade  reports  that  remittances  in  settlement  of  seed  grain  loans 
amounting  to  $15,3^+1  had  been  received  and  fon^^rded  up  to  September  2M-. 

12.  FIELD  PRTM'ING. 

This  department,  exclusive  of  the  Forest  Service  and  the  Weather 
Bureau  for  which  specific  appropriations  have  been  made,  is  authorized  to 
expend  not  to  exceed  $5,000  during  the  fiscal  year  1922  for  such  field 
printing  as  may  be  urgent  or  necessary  for  the  exclusive  use  of  field 
services  outside  of  the  District  of  Coliimbia.    However,  field  offices 
should  not  order  printing  without  first  securing  the  administrative  approv- 
al of  the  Washington  office. 

13.  TEMIATIVE  WOOL  GRADES  BEING  USED. 

The  sale  of  137,000  pounds  of . wool  graded  according  to  the  tenta- 
tive wool  standards  formulated  by  this  bureau  proved  a  successful  erperi- 
m^ent  in  Missouri.    Most  of  the  wool  v^as  piarchased  by  telegraph  by  a  Boston 
f  irm. 

In  1920,  two  men  were  sent  to  Missouri  to  demonstrate  the  grades, 
as  a  result  of  which  producers  were  convinced  that  grading  their  product 
nearer  the  farm  would  assist  materially  in  relieving  the  deplorable  mar- 
keting situation.  This  year  they  delivered  to  a  pool  which  had  been  or- 
ganized a  uniformly  graded  product,  which  was  readily  disposed  of  at 
prices  higher  than  the  average  price  received  for  other  wool  in  that  same 
section. 

1^.     SPECIAL  MiffiKETIHG  ¥OBK  BEING  DONE  IN  THIRTY-EIGHT  STATES. 

Marketing  work  is  receiving  special  attention  in  3S  states,  3^ 
which  ?iave  special  agencies  created  03^  legislative  or  execu.tive  au'r-hority 
for  carrj-ing  on  this  line  of  activity.    Two  of  these  3I  states  have  2 
agencies  each,  making  a  total  of  33  agencies,  I9  of  which  are  designated 
as  bureaus,  11  as  divisions,  and  one  each  as  section,  commission  and 
department.    The  work  of  26  of  these  marketing  units  is  handled  adminis- 
tratively by  state  departments  of  agriculture;  3  form  independent  organi- 
zations: 3  are  apart  of  agricultural  colleges;  and  one  is  jointly  operated 
by  the  state  department  and  the  agricultural  college. 
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The  chief  executive  officer  of  11  of  the,3e  Jiarketing  -units  is 
knovm  as  director;  8,  as  chief;  5i        commissioner,  ^,  as  agent;  and  one 
each  as  supervisor  and  secretary. 

Tt  is  of  interest  to  note  that  market  reporting  work  is  being 
emphasised  in  2^  states;  standardization  work  in  19;  food  products  in- 
spection iTOrk  in  13;  and  research  work  in  12.    Of  the  3^  regular  market 
reports  issued  by  these  agencies,  6  are  daily,  12  weekly,  U  semi-monthly, 
and  S  monthly. 

15.  EFFICIENCY  REPORTS. 

The  usual  blark  forms  for  the  preparation  of  the  semi-annual  effi- 
ciency reports  on  the  clerical  and  subclerical  employes  in  the  field 
service  -were  distributed  September  2^.    Those  for  the  Washington  clerical 
and  subclerical  force  'vill  be  distributed  vTithin  a  few  days.     The  blank 
forms  are  accompanied  by  a  memorand-um  to  division  and  project  leaders, 
containing  definite  and  detailed  instructions  ivith  refeirence  to  the  pre- 
paration of  these  reports.    All  reports,  covering  both  the  field  and 
Washington  staff,  are  due  in  the  Personnel  Section  not  later  than  October 
20. 

16.  RINSING  MILK  BOTTLES. 

The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  department  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  considerable  laxity  in  the  observance  of  the  mem.orandum  directin 
the  rinsing  of  milk  bottles.    All  employes  who  buy  milk  for  consumption 
with  their  luncheons  must  rinse  the  empty  bottles  before  returning  them. 
Furthermore,  bottles  should  not  be  allov;ed  to  accumulate,  but  should  be 
returned  promptly. 

17.  VIOLATION  OF  GRAIN  STANDARDS  ACT. 

Findings  of  the  Secretary  just  issued  show  a  violation  of  section 
5  of  the  U.  S.  grain  standards  Act  by  H.  T.  Fowler  doing  business  as 
Fowler  Commission  Company  at  Kansas  City,  Mo, 

The  Secretary  found  that  this  company  on  January  25,  1921,  caused 
to  be  shipped  to  a  customer  in  Arkansas  certain  wheat,  contained  in  car 
Erie  S63U3,  which  had  on  January  2^4  been  inspected  as  No.  2  Red  Winter, 
smutty,  and  on  January  25  reinspected  as  No.  2  Red  Winter,  smutty.  Not- 
mthstanding  these  inspections,  the  Fowler  Com.mission  Company  represented 
to  its  customer  that  the  car  contained  No.  2  Red  Winter  wheat, 

IS.    DISTRIBUTION  OF  EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS. 

The  Domestic  Wool  Section  of  this  bureau  has,  since  September  1, 
mailed  5.60O  checks  to  wool  growers.    These  checks  represent  $9,91^»^  o^" 
1918  excess  wool  profits  collected  fromi  dealers.     There  still  remains  on 
hand  for  distribution '$3^9 , S60.  S6 ,  $1,389,49  of  which  was  collected  durin 
the  past  month.    In  addition,  cases  a'Ara,iting  collection  involve  the  sum 
of  $659,019.41. 
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19.  ATLAL'ITA  OFFICE  TO  HELP  MARKET  GSOPiGlA  COEN. 

One  of  the  big  problems  in  Georgia  this  vear  is  to  find  a  market 
for  the  90»000,000  bushel  corn  crop  raised  in  that  state  this  season.  A 
movement  has  been  launched  by  the  Atlanta  Commercial  Exchange  to  estab- 
lish market  facilities  in  Atlanta.    The  plan  as  proposed  by  the  exchange 
is  to  erect  a  gx'ain  elevator  where  corn  and  other  grains  may  be  shucked, 
shelled,  graded,  stored  and  warehouse  receipts  therefor  issued,  and  to 
have  Atlanta  designated  as  a  contract  market  under  the  Grain  Future  Trad- 
ing Act. 

The  State  Bureau  of  Markets  has  recently  appointed  Mr.  Bridges, 
Manager  of  the  Farmers'  Elevator  at  Dublin,  Ga.  ,  to  look  into  the  problem, 
and  an  order  has  been  issued  by  the  Georgia  Railroad  Coinmission  requiring 
the  railroads  to  give  thjrough  rates  on  grain  milled  in  transit  and  on 
corn  shucked,  shelled  and  stored  in  transit.     The  Atlanta  Office  of  Federal 
Grain  Supervision  is  cooperating  as  fuD.ly  as  possible  with  all  of  these 
agencies  in  the  effort  to  solve  this  marketing  problem. 

20 .  TOBACCO  STAi^roAPJDlZATION . 

An  agreement  has  just  been  entered  into  betr/een  this  bureau  and  the 
Virginia  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  by  xvhich  Mr.  YL  W.  Green  of  Bowling 
Green,  Va. ,  and  Mr.  B.  G.  Anderson  of  Appomattox,  Va. ,  will  devote  a  por- 
tion of  their  time  to  investigating  the  standardization  of  tobacco.  The 
Virginis.  Division  of  Ma.rkets  is  also  cooperating  in  this  wort. 

21.  IN  CONCgffiSS. 

A  bill,  H.  R.  3420,  -was  introduced  by  Mr.  Raker  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  deceit  and  unfair  prices  that  result  from  the  unrevealed  pre- 
sence of  substitutes  for  virgin  wool  in  woven  fabrics  purporting  to  con- 
tain wool  and  in  garments  or  articles  of  apparel  made  therefrom,  trans- 
ported in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce. 

A  bill,  H.  R.  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Herrick  for  the  purpose 

of  stimulating  food  production,  averting  famine,  and  enabling  the  wheat 
grower  to  obtain  a  return  for  his  products  that  mil  pay  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction and  return  him  a  profit.

2^.       "THE  HONOR  OF  THE  LIT'ILE  PDRPLE  STMP"  is  the  title  of  a  moving 
picture  which  was  shown  to  a  limited  number  of  bureau  employes  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Bieber  Building  last  Wednesday  morning  at  11  o'clock.  The 
picture  deals  with  the  meat  inspection  service  of  the    Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  the  most  rigid  inspection  service  in  the  world.    By  this  service 
the  American  public,  which  consumes  15,000,000,000  pounds  of  meat  annually, 
two- thirds  of  which  goes  into  interstate  commerce  and  therefore  mast  be 
inspected,  is  protected  from  tubercular  or  otherwise  diseased  meats.  The 
total  cost  of  this  service  is  6  cents  an  animal  for  the  70,000,000  animals 
slaughtered.

Prof^  Richard  T.  Ely,  the  head  of  the  economic  department  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  will  deliver  an  address  on  Saturday,. 
October  I5,  at  12  o*clock  in  the  auditorial  of  the  New  National 
Museum.     Prof,  Ely  will  speak  on  "Economics  in  Its  Relation  to 
Education  and  Legislation  for  the  Improvement  of  Individual  and 
National  Welfare".      A  cordial  invitation  to  he  present  is  extended 
to  every  member  of  the  forces  of  the  Office  of  ^arm  Management  and 
Farm  Economics  and  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates. 

^-    MR>  MEADOWS  AND  ^!R,  PRYOR  RETIMT  mCM  ABI^OAD^ 

Mr.  William  R.  Meadows,  Cotton  Teclinclogist,  and  Mr.  William  L. 
Pryor,  Cotton  Crop  Specialist,  "both  of  this  Bureau,  returned  last  Fri- 
day from  a  four-months'  trip  spent  in  Europe  and  Egypt  studying  the 
outlcok  with  reference  to  the  prospective  demand  for  American  cotton, 
the  general  market  conditions  of  cotton  and  cotton  goods,  and  the 
economic  conditions  in  Europe  at  the  present  time. 

They  visited  England,  France,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Holland, 
Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Germany,  Poland,  the  free  state  of  Danzic, 
Czecho-Slovakia,  Austria,  Italy  and  Egypt,    In  addition,  Mr.  Meadows 
also  visited  Palestine*    I'hey  report  that  they  received  coxirteous 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  government  officials,  cotton  men,  bankers, 
merchants  and  others,  seciuring  much  valuable  inf  onnation,  which  was 
sent  to  the  Bureau  from  time  to  time  in  the  form  of  reports* 

In  Central  Europe,  where  exchange  is  so  adverse,  they  found 
living  expenses  very  cheap,  but  in  the  other  covjitries  visited,  every 
thing  was  considerably  higher  than  in  prewar  times.    In  their  opinion, 
conditions  in  Europe,  outside  of  Russia,  are  gradually  inproving,  tat 
Russia,  from  all  that  could  be  learned,  is  at  present  an  economic 
vacuum  with  no  prospects  of  early  recovery. 

In  London,  on  their  return^  they  met  Prof.  Warren  and  Mr,  Cal- 
landar  who  were  just  beginning  a  trip  through  Europe  with  a  very  similar 
itinerary  bat  on  a  different  line  of  investigation,    Mr,  Meadows  and 
Mr.  Pryor  gave  to  these  gentlemen  all  the  pointers  possible  which 
would  aid  them  in  their  travels. 

While  Mr.  Pryo^*  and  Mr.  Meadow©  regard  inportant  the  conclusions 
arrived  at  as  a  result  of  their  study,  they  admit  they  ivere  very  glad  to 
salute  jthe  statue  of  Liberty  on  their  retiom  after  a  ten-day  ocean 
voyage  during  which  time  the  fog  whistle  blew  almost  constantly.  They 
came  on  the  Carmajiia  to  New  York  via  Queenstown  and  Halifax. 

These  representatives  of  the  Department  were  specially  p3 eased 
by  the  advance  in  the  price  of  cotton  during  their  absence.  In  their 
opinion  this  advance  has  greatly  relieved  the  cotton  merchants,  spinners 
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and  bankers  of  Europe  as  well  as  similar  lines  of  industry  in  ths

5-    DISPLAY  OF  AD\T?RTISITJG  MiiTTgR  rWTBITFP.. 

The  display  of  advertising  matter  in  Federal  buildings  is^ 
prohibited  by  the  Treasury  Department .    Uxider  date  of  September  27, 
the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  advertising  calendars  are  again  in  evidence  in  various  Federal 
baildings,  and  asked  tha.t  appropriate  insituotioiis  v'e  issued  to 
'■fficials  occupying  space  in  such  buildings  pr.^hibiting  the  display 
of  adre-rtising  calendars. 

It  is,  therefore,  requested  that  the  regulation  in  this  matter 
be  strictly  observed. 

6.  CONmiTlTE  ON  GRADUATE  STUDIES  ?^TS  . 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  G-radrate  Studies  Ccra- 
mittee,  of  which  Mr.  Estabrook  and  Dr.  Gray  are  members,  was  held  in 
the  .office  of  It.  E.  D.  3all,  Director  of  Scientific  v^ork,  on  Tuesday, 
October  U,  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  up  a  program  of  the  lectui-es  tr 
be  given  in  graduate  studies  work  in  this  Department.    Dates  and  p^^ces 
of  the  lect-ares  and  the  names  of  the  lecturers  were  tentatively  agreed 
upon,  and' within  a  few  days  copies  of  the  tentative  prrgram  will  be 
distributed  to  all  enployes  in  the  Department  qualified  to  take  up 
these  studies. 

7 .  MR.  G>  mRCLB  roWELL  SPEAKS  . TO  DEPART^fENT  WORKERS . 

Mr.  G.  Harold  Powell,  the  General  Maxiager  of  the  California 
Fruit  Growers'  Exchange,  the  largest  cooperative   organization  in  ex- 
istence in  the  country  to-day,  addressed  about  200  v.-orkers  ^f  the  De- 
partment in  the  auditorium  of  the  National  Museum  last  Thursday  morn- 
ing.   The  subject  of  his  address  was  "Cooperation  in  the  Distritutjcn 
of  Farm  Products" . 

In  introducing  Mr.  Powell,  Dr.  Ball  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Department  had  to  go  off  its  o^m  gro-unds  and  out  of  its  own 
buildings  to  hold  a  little  get-tog3ther  conference. 

Mr,  Powell,  who  was  connected  with  the  Department  for  ab*ut  10 
years  bef'^.re  entering  the  comjrercial  field,  opened  his  address  by  say- 
ing that  the  work  he  is  now  doing  is  simply  an  extension  of  the  prin- 
ciples -)f  cooperation  he  learned  so  well  in  the  Department  of  Agri- 
cultur;;.    He  dees  not  believe  there  is  any  piece  cf  v;ork  v;e  can  develop 
in  govemnental  activity,  particularly  in  a  great  department  like  oui*s, 
that  is  not  the  result  of  "give  and  take". 

We  are  now  in  one  of  the  most  interesting  periods  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  great  economdc  question  -  the  handling  of  A^aerican  fa,nn

products  -  that  has  heen  kiT'.r^'tvn  in  the  history  of  Anjerican  agriculture, 
Mr.  ?©well  said.    He  pointed  out  that  whenever  conditions  are  prosper- 
ous and  whenever  the  producer  io  iraicing  a  fair  retimi.;  he  is  no'O 
particularly  interested  in  cooperation.    Whenever  conditions  are  adverse, 
he  hegins  to  think  about  a  mor-p-  economic  system  of  marketings 

Mr.  Powell  feels  that  there  is  mu.ch  misdirected  effort  in  the 
cooperative  field.    He  believes  that  cooperation  shonld  be  advancc-d 
quietly,  slowly,  and  legitimately,  and  not  ty  the  over- zealous  county 
or  market  agent,   er  the  hired  promoter  whose  sole  purpose  is  to  form 
associations  regardless  Gf  hov^,  when  or  why. 

There  is  tro  much  disposition  on  the  part  of  seme  f arrears,  said 
Mr>  Pov;ell,  to  rush  to  the  government  to  do  those  things  for  him  which 
he  must  ultimately  work  out  for  himself.     If  our  present  laws  do  not 
permit  out  farmers  to  legally  (organize  they  should  be  am.8nded,  but  far- 
mers as  a  class  should  not  ask  for  special  privileges.    Producers  should 
have  legislation  necp-ssary  to  conduct  their  business,  bnt  at  the  same 
time  the  public  interests  must  be  adequately  protected. 

A  cooperative  association,  Mr.  Powell  defined  as  "one  in  which 
the  members  form  an  agency  through  which  they  conduct  their  business 
for  their  greatest  mutuaJ.  advantage"  . 

Mr.  Powell  made  it  clear  that  cooperation  is  not  a  panacea  for 
all  ills.    He  has  no  formula  for  cooperation  but  from  actijal  experience 
outlined  the  following  principles  which  he  fomd  basic  necessities: 

1.  The  cooperative  movement  must  be  founded  upon  economic  necessity. 

2.  Membership  must  be  confined  exclusively  to  producers. 

3-  One  man,  one  vote  is  fundamentally  sound.    If  this  is  not 
feasible,  the  next  best  thing  is  to  make  voting  power  proportional  to 
the  uses  which  each  m.akes  of  the  organization, 

U,  Contracts  have  a  steadying  influence ^    Long-time  contracts 
are  best,  hut  each  should  contain  the  cancellation  privilege  and  a 
liquidation  damage  clause  to  protect  the  association,  in  case  a  member 
withdraws,  to  the  extent  it  has  incurred  expense  in  taking  care  of  the 
member"^ s  business  during  that  year. 

5*  The  success  or  failure  of  many  an  organization  depends  upon  its 
managements    The  California  Fruit  Growers'  Exchange,  which  is  composed 
©f  260  local  associations, -  has  laid  down  the  following  principle  in  its 
management:    no  question  if  policy  affecting  the  Trganization  as  a  whole 
will  ever  be  brought  to  the  Board  of  Directors  until  the  Depa.rtment  heads 
create  that  policy.    The  observance  of  this  principle  has  created  a,  work- 
ing spirit  which  is  water-tight »    This  same  internal  cooperative  prin- 
ciple, Mr.  Povv'sll  pointed  rrut,  is  just  as  applicable  to  the  Department 
as  to  the  exchange.    He  believes  that  there  should  be  more  striving, 
more  effort  for  a  straight,  honest  discussion  of  the  problems  confront- 
ing men  in  a  government  department,    Wnen  you  get  around  a  tabic  and 
thrash  out  difficulties  and  get  impersonal,  and  IC'Ok  each  other  in  the 
®ye ,  y^u  will  find  that  nobody  is  as  bad  as  he  locks. 

In  cl:>sing,  Mr.  Pcwell  stated  that  somie  of  the  factors  which  have 
contributed  to  the  success  of  the  exchange  are:     standardization  of  pro- 
duct, uniformity  of  distribution,  information  such  as  market  nev/s,  cf>- 
operati'in  with,  the  trade,  adequate  advertising  and  the  direct  method 
of  sale.

8.  ITINERARY  REPORTS. 

The  last  paragraph  of  article  I9  cf  the  administrative  hartdbook, 
providing  that  reimbursement  accounts  acconpanied       unsigned  itincraiy 
reports  will  not  be  audited  until  the  itinerary  reports  have  been  signed, 
is  herely  amended  tentatirely  to  pezTait  the  prrnpt  aud:.t:-iig  of  such 
vouchers  and  their  advan.cement  through  the  regular  chaiinels  of  approv- 
al and  schedule  for  payment,  with  the  itinerary  reports  tn  be  retuiTied 
tr  the  claimant  for  signature.    If  the  results  of  this  change  indicate 
the  necessity  therefor,  a  reversion  to  the  present  procedure  may  be 
expected. 

9 .  DEPARTM]SNT  AEID  BUR&IU  PUE^i  CAa'IOlNS.- 

With  a  view  to  economy,  and  at  the  same  time  more  thoroxigh 
dissemination  of  printed  informatJ.on  regarding  the  activities  of  the 
Department,  it  is  suggested  that  the  number  of  copies  of  Weekly  News 
Letters,  Bureau  News,  bolletins,  etc.,  received  be  held  to  a  mimirD^m, 
and  that  these  be  syitema.tically  circulated  among  the  eirployes  1y  the 
head  clerk??  of  the  divisions  and  sections. 

10 .  COIOTROVERSY  OVER  CORN  ESTIMATES  . 

Representatives  of  various  newspapers  have  shown  an  interest 
in  the  charges  brought  by  Herbert  Myrick,  Editor  of  Farm  and  Home, 
in  his  publication  and  in  half-page  paid  advertisements  in  other  papers 
to  the  effect  that  the  Department  is  greatly  overestimating  the  com 
crop,  that  it  has  not  adjusted  its  estimates  cf  acreage  and  production 
to  the  figures  reported  Ty  the  I92O  census,  and  that  the  large  over- 
estimate is  depressing  the  market  price  of  com,    A  press  statement  will 
probably  be  issued  within  a  few  days  tc  the  effect  that  the  estimates 
of  this  Department  are  based  upon  the  census  of  I9O9  and  that  the  census 
figures  for  I919  are  not  comparable  with  those  for  I9O9.    The  I9C9  cen- 
sus reported  total  acreage  planted  tn  corn  for  all  purposes.    The  cen- 
sus for  1919  reports  acreage  cf  com  harvested  for  different  purposes, 
as  follows:

6.     PROF.  ELY  DELIVERS  T^O  .AjDDHESSSS.  .     .  J. 

Prof.  Richard  T.  Ely,  who  for  thirty  years  has  besn  chairrrar.  of  the 
Economic  Department  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  addressed:  a  small  group 
of  workers  of  the  proposed  Bxureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  on  the  subject 
of  "Taxation  of- Land"  Friday  at  noon  in  the  conference  rpom  of  the  Bieber 
building.    Prof!  Ely  discussed  the  need, for.  revenue  and  land  as  a  basis  for 
taxation.    He  spoke  also  of  land  utilization'and  o'Amer ship,  :  He  touched  also 
upon  direct  and  indirect  taxation.       '  .  ,  •  .      .  - 

On  Saturday  at  noon,  in  the  auditprium  of  the  New  National  Museum, 
Prof.  Ely  spoke  to  a  large  gathering  of  Departmental  workers,  his  subject 
being  "Economics  in  Its  Relation  to  Education  and  Legislation  for  the  Im- 
provement of  Individual  and  National  Welfare",  which  he  explained  meant  the 
promotion  of  the  general  welfare. 

"National  prosperity  means  harmonious  development"  Prof.  Ely  said. 
In  speaking  of  the  general  subject  of  economics,  he  declared  that  we  must 
not  expect  formulas  that  will  solve  present  problems.    If  economics  had,  as 
many  think,  ready-made  formulas  which  could  be  applied  to  an  existing  situ- 
ation, then  there  wouldn't  be  any  need  for  this  department.     If  we  want  to 
be  economists  and  understand  an  existing  situation,  Prof.  Ely  said  "look 
and  see".    'What  the  study  of  economics  does  is  to  train  us  so  that  we  may 
approach  under standingly  the  questions  of  the  day. 

Prof.  Ely  pointed  out  that  the  maintenance  and  progress  of  civiliza- 
tion depend  upon  delicate  adjustments.    The  labor  problem  is  one  that  re- 
quires sound  economic  thought  at  the  present  time.    We  are  in  an  emergency 
and  the  farmer  is  vitally  concerned  not  orily  with  the  labor  problem  but  with 
the  question  of  taxation  necessarily  attendant  upon  the  gigantic  financial 
operations  of  the  goverr^nent . 

In  speaking  of  the  development  of  a  market  from,  a  local  unit  into  a 
world  m.arket,  Prof.  Ely  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  would-be  cus- 
tomers are  impoverished.     The  farmer  could  sell  all  he  raises  at  a  remuner- 
ative price  if  the  human  needs  of  our  would-be  customers  could  be  satisfied, 
but  they  have  nothing  or  little  to  give  in  exchange  for  our  products- 

The  question  of  leadership  is  an  important  one.    If  we  are  at  all 
scientific,  Prof.  Ely  declared  that  we  mast  look  at  this  question  in  a  very 
different  light  from  the  way  people  of  the  eighteenth  century  viev.'ed  it, 
because  in  that  century  men  believed  in  equality.     He  believes  that  it  is  a 
splendid  thing  that  the  department  is  attempting  to  train  men  in  leadership. 
This  stimulation  of  thought  is  necessary.  Prof.  Ely  said,  if  the  department 
is  to  perform  its  functions  properly. 

In  conclusion,  Prof.  Eljr  stated  that  Sir  Horace  Pl-'onke 1 1  has  talked 
.much  about  the  three  b's  -  better  farming,  better  business  and  better  living. 
Prof.  Ely  supplemented  the  three  b's  with  three  g's  -  good  farming  on  good 
.,land  by  good  farmers,  which  he  said  were  well  worth  remembeiing.

It  .  is  said  that  when  someone  showed  the  proposed,  inscription' for  the 
Washington  Post  Office  building  to  President  Wilson  'ne  rx^ade  certain  pen- 
ciled changes  in  it  not  knowing  that  it  had  b-een  written  by  Dr.  EHot  of 
Harvard.    Fortunately,  Dr.  Eliot  heartily  endorsed  the  changes. 

.Editorial  .workers  in  this  bureau  have  not  had  an  opport-uiiity  to  edit 
Dr.  Eliot's  copy,  and  the  authors  of  the  copy  they  do  edit  are  not  always 
as  responsive  as  he-  ^■ 

Those  who -take  exceptions  to .these  penciled  changes  evidently  do  not 
realize  that  comparatively  little  material  is  published  by  the  Depar t-caent 
of  Agricultur-e  e.jcactly  as  it  is  contributed  by  -the  authors.     Questions  of 
policy  are  evol^-ed  in  the  department 'that  cannot  be  explained  in  detail  to 
all  wr-i tors.    -Currsnt  circu'ns-':ances  may  make  inadvisable  the  use  of  certain 
words  or  phi-a-ses  that  frequent J.y  pass  mii.ster.     Other  words  and  phrases,  ap- 
propria.te  in  speech  and,  j.nf  Qi;-ffi.al  reading,  are  not  appropriate  in  scie.ntific 
bulletins,  whi-le  heavy  teGl;-or:ical  words  are  not- -advisable  in  fa^rmers'  bulle- 
tins and  press  rei.ea.ses.    Moreover,  the  mechanical  limitatioj::'s  of  space 
sometimes  necessita^te  changes. 

Again,  vve  ..are  devel';])ixig  the  utilization  in  many  different  forms  of 
the  results  of  a  si;ogle.  piece  of  work.    An  article  submitted  for  The  Market 
Reporter  may  be  redrafted  and  used  as  a  press  release;  or  an  item  for  The 
Bureau  News  may  be  based  upon' it.     A  m.a.nascript  for  a  ba-lletin  may  s-cpply 
material  for  all  of  these  uses.    Each  method  requires  a  different  style  and 
form  of  presentation.    Oiar  editorial  workers  perform  the  initial  redrafting. 
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On  the. other  hand,  other  irembers  of  the  staff  wdrlring  along  slightly 
different- lines  may  he.able  to  throw  a  new  side  light  on  the  subject  in 
hand  so,it  may  he  found ' desirable  to  ask  other  scientific  workers  to  read 
submitted  material .    One  of  the  advantages  of  working  in  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  the  opportunity  here  afforded  of  bringing  several  different 
view  points  to  bear  on  each  question.  •  No  one  man  works  alone ,     He  has 
available  always  the  benefit  of  the  work  and  experience  of  his  collea>gues. 

9  -     DR.  BTZZELL  DISCUSSES  PKESM  ECONOMIC  SITUATION  IN  TEXAS . 

Dr..  W.  B.  Bizzell,  President  of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
lege of  Texas,  addressed  an  audience  of  agricultural  workers  in  the  audito- 
rium of  the  local  Y.  M.  C.  A.  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  12. 

In  discussing  the  .present  economic  situation,  Dr.  Bizzell  said  that 
unemployment  and  business  depression  are  the  two  topics  receiving  careful 
consideration  at  the  present  time.     The  situation  reminded  him  of  a  state- 
ment made  by  John  Ruskin,  who,  in  commenting  on  the  contribution  of  Thomas 
Carlyle  to  the  subject  of  economics  said  "Every  man  should  do  good  work  for 
his  bread,"  and  "Every  man  should  have  good  bread  for  his  work."    The  rela- 
tion of  industry  to  agriculture ,  i s  twofold,  but  many  fail  to  see  that  rela- 
tionship in  time  of  depression  and  unemployment. 

Dr.  Bizzell  pointed  out  that  the  rapid  increase  r'n  ths  utilization 
of  capital  and  the  expansion  of  credit  were  the  m.ost  o:., ling  develop- 
ments in  the  years  from  I51U  to  I9IS-I9 .    He  called  axtomion  to  the  fact 
that  in  I92O  this  country  manufactured  $65,000 ,000 < 000  worth  of  products, 
three  times  the  value  of  the  output  of  I9IO,  and  five  and  one-half  times 
that  of  1900.     In  1920  there  were  9,103,000  people  engaged  in  289,000  in- 
dustries; while  in  the  agricultural  group,  the  65,000,000  farms  yielding 
products. worth  $20,000,000,000  were  tilled  by  approximately  13,000,000  men, 
A. careful  study  of  these  facts,  President  Bizzell  indicated,  would  show 
that  agriculture  has  never  been  relatively  as  prosperous  as  the  manufactur- 
ing industries . 

The  first  step  in  the  process  of  readjustment.  Dr.  Bizzell  thought, 
was  the  warning  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  in  I919..    The  decline  in  agri- 
cultioral  products  was  first  felt  in  I92O,  when  between  July  and  December 
the  value  of  the  year's  crop,  decreased  about  $5,000-, 000, 000.     Cotton  dropped 
from  40  cents  to  9-1/2  cents  a  pound.     Then,  Dr.  Bizzell  said,  through  con- 
certed action,  a  small  crop  was  produced  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  South,  and  owing  to  the  ravages  of  the  boll  weevil,  destruction  by 
floods,  etc.,  just  half  a  crop  was  harvested,  so  prices  went  up,  and  as  a 
result  southern  farmers  will  now  be  able  to  pay  off  their  obligations  for 
last  year,  but  the  prospects  are  they  will  fall 'behind  this  year. 

The  big  problem  confronting  the  nation  is  not  one  of  over-production 
but  one  of  distribution,  Dr.  Bizzell  declared. 

He  believes  that  we  will  never  have  great  prosperity  in  agriculture 
until  we  get  a  more  adequate  system  of  farm  credits. 

•    ■       Because  the  prosperity  of  the  nation  depends  on  agriculture ,  Dr. 
Bizzell  maintains  that  agriculture  should  be  made  prosperous  by  ensuring 
better  systems  of  credit,  better  distribution,  and  better  prices.     He  be- 
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liev^s  that  .'we.  are  ..Qoming  out  ^c'f  ' this  period  of  derression  "Toy  virtue  of 
■0]fi)tiitiism,  .intelligerit  ;5tnd  'conoerted  action,  wisely,  directed,  and  with  a 
consciiotisness  of  our  national  ends  and  needs-,  ,viemng  both  agriculture  and 
industry  as  pa,rt  of  .one  great  process  affecting  the  welfare  of  all."

Exhibit,  reports  that  the  exhibit  of  this  bureau  as  well  as  that  of  _  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  was  well  received  and  visited  by  practically  every 
person  vvho  attended  the  exposition. 

The  section  of  the  display  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 
consisted  of  typical  bolls,  seeds  and  staple  from  each  of  the  different 
groups  of  varieties  of  cotton  grown  in  the  United  States  and  illustrated 
the  relation  of  variety  to  length  of  staple. 

A  panel  prelpared  by  this  bureau  showed  standards  for  grade  for  white 
and  colored  cotton,  Sea  Island  cotton  and  American  Egyptian  cotton.  Another 
illustrated  the  process  of  manufacture  and  testing,  featuring  the  percentage 
of  waste  for  each  of  the  standard  grades.    A  third  panel  treated  of  what  is 
known  as  country  damage.    In  addition,  there  were  five  models  of  warehouses, 
including  one  of  frame  construction  with  brick  tile  walls,  one  of  brick 
with  timber  framework,  and  on^  of  concrete  construction. 

A  radio  news  station  was  in  operation  which  added  to  the  effective- 
ness of  the  exhibit. 

The  greatest  interest,  Mr.  Meloy  says,  was  shown  by  mill  owners, 
managers  and  buyers,  vsho  were  able  to  learn  about  many  hidden  factors  bear- 
ing on  the  strength  and  uniformity  of  yarn  which  they  had  not  heretofore 
appreciated.    Many  expressed  the  hope  that  the  display  could  be  shown  at 
the  Boston  exposition. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Meloy,  Mr.  B.  L.  Perkins,  of  the  Division  of  Mar- 
ket Information,  and  Mr,  J.  Knox  Wood,  of  the  Cotton  Division,  were  present 
at  the  exhibit  and  explained  the  work  of  the  bureau.

The  committee 
of  which  Mr.,  A.  Zappone  is  chairman,  would  like  an  expression  of  views  from 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  and'  Crop  Estimates  and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management 
and  Farm' Economics  on  or  before  November  1.    Members  of.  .either  organization 
who  have  recommendations  regarding  changes  that  are  considered  necessary  or 
desirable  in  the  present  regulations  or  who  wish  to  propose .the  addition 
of  new  regulations ■ should  submit' at  the  earliest  possible  date  their  sug- 
gestions to  Mr,.  R.  V.  Bailey,  Assistant  .to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mar- 
kets and  Crop  Estimates. 

5.  Mmmrnns  to  tbm^  Bi'm^Anjom .  ' 

The  travel  regulations  of  the  dep^tment  have  been  amended,  and 
Memorandtim  No.  353  of  .the.  Of  f  ice  of  •  the-Secretary  gives  the  amendments  in 
detail.    A  copy  of  this  memorandum, is  being  sent  to  field  offices  with 
this  issue  of  The  Bureau  News.

6.  CONFERENCE  BOOM.  BEING  ENLARGED . 

Room  Ull  in  the  Bieber  Building,  which  has  been  serving  as  the  con- 
ference room  of  the  bureau,  is  not  large  enough  to  acccmmodate  contemplated 
gatherings  of  workers  of  the  proposed  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  and 
the  class  in  agricultural  economics  which  meets  every  Monday  and  Wednesday 
at  4:30-,  so  the  partition  between  that  room  and  the  adjoining  one,  room  ^15» 
has  been  removed.

7 .     STOCKYARDS  WHICH  COm  TOPER  PACKI^  ACT  NQTirrSP. 

A  group  of  eraployes  of  this  bureau  and  the  Bureau  of  Anirflal  Indus- 
try has  been  selected  to  post  on  November  1  copies  of  the  notices  which 
the  Secretary  has  sent  to  fifty-four  stockyards  notifying  them  •olr^t  they 
come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Packers  and  Stock^'ards  Act.  Approxi- 
mately seventy  stockyards  throughout  the  United  States  wJ  11  be  .subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretaicy  and  as  soon  as  the  facts  are  ascer- 
tained, the  remainder  Vvi.ll  be  posted. 

The  tentative  re j.alrtions  governing  stockyards,  commj  ssion  men, 
and  other  market  agencies  which  opera-te  at  the  yards  are  being  "or-.roared 
and  distribution  will  be  made  very  soon.     In  order  that  the  proposed  regu- 
la.tions  may  be  discassed  with  Interested  persons  a  series  of  hearings  mil 
be  held  at  the  follovang  cities  beginning  November  7,:    Fort  Worth,  Kansas 
City,  Denver,  Portland,  Greg.,  and  Chicago.    Mr.  Chester  Morrill,  Assis- 
tant to  the  Secretary,  will  conduct  the  hearings. 

2.    MR.  CAI.LANDEP.  IN  ICELAND. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Callander,  Assistant  to  the  Chief,  who  is  on  an  official 
mission  abroad,  writes  that  in  order  to  expedite  their  investigations  and 
save  time,  he  is  covering  Ireland,  Scotland,  Norway  and  Sweden,  while  Dr. 
Gr.  P.  Tarren  will  visit  Belgium  and  The  Netherlands. 

Mr.  J.  Hooper,  Superintendent  of  the  Intelligence  and  Statistics 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  Ireland,  whom 
Mr.  Callander  interviewed,  stated  that  there  had  been  about  a  thirty  per 
cent  reduction  in  the  number  of  hogs  on  farms  in  Ireland,  mth  little 
change  in  the  number  of  other  animals.    Potatoes  constitute  the  principal 
feed  for  hogs,  according  to  Mr.  Hooper,  and  when  that  crop  is  short  at 
home  or  prices  are  high  elsewhere  thereby  making  it  more  profitable  for 
the  Irish  farmer  to  ship  his  tubers  to  market,  the  n-omber  of  hogs  to  be 
fed  is  cut  down. 

It  is  reported  that  the  flax  acreage  of  Ireland  has  been  cut  to 
4-0,000  acres  this  year  compared  to  a  normal  acreage  of  over  100,000  acres. 

Mr.  Callander  reports  that  because  of  the  unsettled  conditions 
which  have  existed  and  are  now  existing  in  that  country,  the  method  of 
gathering  crop  and  live  stock  statistics  has  had  to  be  materially  changed. 
Formerly  a  complete  census  as  of  June  1  ms  taken  each  year  by  the  rtira] 
police  or  constabulary,  but  within  the  last  two  years  these  of ficers  have 
liad  their  hands  full  mth  other  duties.    Blanks  asking  for  a  report  on 
acreages  and  numbers  of  live  stock  are  now  sent  to  farmers,  and  this 
sample  method  of  collecting  statistics  is  proving  satisfactory'-. 

In  referring  to  general  conditions,  Mr.  Callander  writes  that  in 
Dublin,  Belfast  and  Glasgow,  trade  and  business  conditions  are  the  ^wr^t 
ever  known.    Practically  nothing  is  going  on  as  in  normal  times  and  the 
problem  of  unemployment  is  serious.    Traveling  is  unsafe  at  present.  At 
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Belfast,  Mr.  Callander  was  warned  to  keep  to  the  principal  thoro-u^Jruares 
if  he  valued  his  life. 

9,  PE^AHATTON  OF  I\lj^!>njSCRIPT. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  The  Bure&a  News,  attention  was  called  to  a 
memorandum  from  the  Director  of  Information  stating  that  the  Secretary 
rcq^iiested  that  we  make  it  a  general  rule  in  all  of  our  department  puhli- 
caticns  to  convert  measurements,  areas,  \iveights,  etc.,  of  foreign  coun- 
tries into  those  of  our  own  country.    In  a  memorandtim  received  from  Mr. 
Pugsley,  the  Assistant  Secretary,  he  sa.ys*. 

"The  Secretary  did  not  have  in  mind  that  scientific 
publications  should  "be  included  in  this  order.    He  was  only 
referring  to  press  material  ard  material  of  a  popular  natiore." 

10.  MR.  FOLEY  ATTEI'JDED  lOPLD  POULTRY  CONGRSSS. 

Mr.  Edward  A.  Foley,  the  Agricultural  Trade  Commissioner  at  London, 
attended  the  World  Poultry  Congress  which  was  held  at  The  Hague,  September 
6-I3.    He  reports  that  there  were  three  to  four  hundred  delegates  present, 
most  of  whom  were  from  England.     The  delegation  from  the  United  States  * 
made  a  very  favorable  impression,  and  the  paper  hy  Mr.  Harry  M.  Lamon,  in 
charge  of  poultry  investigations  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  was 
well  received.     The  delegation  from  this  country  included  Mr.  Lamon,  Dr. 
0.  B.  Kent  of  Cornell  University,  Prof.  W.  A.  Lippincott  of  the  Kansas 
Agricultural  College,  Mr.  George  H.  Lamson  Jr.  of  the  Connecticut  Agricul- 
tural College,  and  Vbr .  J.  H.  Barber  of  the  Poultry  Producers  of  Central 
California. 

The  sale  of  eggs  by  weight  ^msls  discussed  at  length,  some  maintain- 
ing that  the  consumer  is  defrauded  under  the  present  method  of  selling 
eggs  by  the  dozen  rather  than  by  weight.    It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the 
value  of  a  hen  should  not  be  determined  by  the  nunber  of  eggs  laid  but  by 
the  total  weight  of  eggs  laid.    One  hen  may  lay  a  large  number  of  light 
eggs  whereas  another  hen  may  lay  a  lesser  ntraiber  of  eggs  but  they  may  con- 
tain a  greater  amount  of  egg  product. 

The  marking  of  eggs  proved  to  be  a  topic  which  "developed  into  a 
lively  fight  among  the  Danish,  English  and  Irish  producers.     The  Lanes, 
as  is  well  kno^'vn,  mark  their  eggs  with  the  number  of  the  farmer  and  the 
number  of  his  local  association  so  that  the  general  association  is  able  to 
know  just  which. farm  is  sending  in  good  eggs  and  which  is  sending  in  poor 
ones.    The  marked  Danish  egg  has  become  more  or  less  of  a  standard  in 
London  and  other  British  m.arkets ,  and  this  has  resulted  in  considerable 
feeling  bet^veen  the  British  and  Danish  producers. 

The  q.uestion  of  marking  the  date  of  production  on  eggs  was  also  dis- 
cussed, considerable  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  expense  involved  and  the 
impossibility  of  preventing  fraud  in  the  marking  of  dates.    One  Dane  stated 
that  if  the  marking  of  the  date  of  laying  on  eggs  is  begun,  one  will  find 
eggs  arriving  at  market  before  they  are  laid. 
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Mr.  Foley  writes  that  "it  was  rather  pleasing  to  note  that  the 
Americans,  especially  Dr,  0.  E.  Kent  of  Cornell  University,  ^vere  easily 
regarded  as  leaders  in  poultry  medicine  and  it  was  openly  stated  at  the 
conference  that  the  British  had  learned  most  of  vghat  they  loiow  about 
poultry  diseases  and  research  from  Dr.  Kent,  Mr.  Harry  M.  Lamon,  and 
others." 

Mr.  Foley  reports  also  that  one  of  the  notable  features  of  his 
trip  through  Holland  was  the  great  number  of  cattle  visible  everyiivhere . 
The.  dairy  industry  is  not  only  back  on  a  pre^var  basis,  but  there  are  more 
cattle  in  Holland  to-day  than  there  were  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of 
war.    It  was  estimated  that  the  number  is  10  per  cent  above  prewar.  Mr. 
Foley  found  also  that  the  Germans  are  purchasing  a  large  amount  of  farm 
produce  and  cattle  in  Holland,  which  they  are  able  to  get  because  of  the 
heavy  credits  they  have  established  in  Holland. 

11.  A  WORK  OF  ART. 

"A  Work  of  Art"  is  the  title  of  an  article  in  the  Bull's-Eye,  the 
official  organ  of  the  Associated  Rice  Millers  of  America,  commending  the 
work  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Smith,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  rice  investigations  of 
this  bureau.    In  referring  to  an  interesting  rice  exhibit  prepared  \sy  Mr. 
Smith,  the  bulletin  reads  in  part: 

"This  exhibit  is  a  work  of  art.    It  has  what  every  artist  breathes 
into  his  pictures  -  life.    It  is  a  sort  of  still  moving  picture.  There 
is  action  in  it.    One  can  almost  see  the  rice  actually  go  to  the  thresher 
and  from  there  to  the  mill  and  through  the  different  processes.    One  can 
learn  more  about  rice  by  glancing  at  this  display  for  five  minutes  than 
he  can  by  reading  an  exhaustive  treatise.     Indeed,  even  one  who  can  barely 
read  can  learn  from  this  exhibit  the  story  of  rice  from  the  field  to  the 
table." 

12.  SCHOOLS  REQ.UEST  TOOL  EXHIBIT. 

In  connection  with  the  educational  work  conducted  by, them,  a  number 
of  high  schools  and  vocational  training  schools  have  re^iuested  the  bureau 
to  ftirnish  them  -vith  an  exhibit  shelving  the  U.  S.  tentative  wool  grades, 
and  illustrating  the  process  of  manufacture  of  the  raw  wool  into  finished 
cloth.    A  sample  exhibit  has  been  prepared  and  the  practicability  of  mak- 
ing up  a  number  of  these  small  exhibits  for  distribution  to  schools  is  now 
being  considered.

In  a  corarmmication  to  the  Chie-f ,  Mr.  Estatirook,  the  Associate 
Chief,  states  that  the  meeting  of  field  statisticians  at  Nashville,  Tenn, , 
was  one  of  the  best  gatherings  ever  held.    He  writes  that  it  was  "greatly 
needed  heca-ase  men  had  not  seeSf'Srher  or  had  opportunity  to  talk,  freely 
about  their  problems  for  more  than  two  years." 

Continaous  meetings  from  9  a.m.  to  7  P-ra.  were  held  on  October  12 
to  lU  inclusive  with  statisticians  from  all  cotton  states,  who  reported 
that  while  there  was  decided  improvement  in  conditions  in  the  cotton 
states  due  to  higher  prices  for  cotton,  there  were  still  many  farmers

This  firm  showed  one  of  its  largest  units,  the  inside  measurements  of 
which  were  approximately  I5"  deep  by  36"  wide  by  60"  high.     The  insulation 
is  dry  rather  than  moist  as  in  similar  equipment  manufactured  by  other 
firms,  and  all  units  so  insulated  have  successfully  passed  the  under- 
writers' "B"  test. 

A  new  portable  Gourland  typewriter  proved  to  be  another  center  of 
attraction.     This  typewriter  weighing  nine  and  one-half  pounds  has  a  full- 
sized  platen,  a  tabulating  device,  single  shift,  standard  key  board,  back- 
spacer,  bichrome  ribbon,  and  an  action  and  touch  similar  to  an  Underwood. 
Although  it  does  not  "fold  up"  it  can  be  carried  with  ease.    The  Noiseless 
and  Haiunond  companies  also  displayed  portables.

,  ;  Findings  of  the  Secretary  Issued  recently  show  that  W.  H.  Crozier 
doing  hasiness  as.W.  H.  Crozier  &  Company',  at  Nashville,  Tenn.v  has  vio- 
lated Secition  5  of  the  United  States  grain  standards  Act.  The  Secretary 
found  that  pursuant  to  a  contract  with  a  dealer  in  North  Carolina  for  a 
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quantity  of  No.  2  or  3  white  oats,  Crozier  &  Company  shipped  a  carload  of 
oats  which  had  been  graded  No.  k  white  a  licensed  inspector,  invoicing 
the  same  as  No,  3  white. 

In  another  case  the  same  shipper  had  a  contract  for  No,  2  white 
corn  with  a  dealer  in  South  Carolina.    Crozier  &  Company  shipped  a  lot  of 
corn  which  had  been  graded  Sample  Grade  white  by  a  licensed  inspector, 
invoicing  the  same  as  No .  2  white  at  the  contract  price.     In  neither  case 
did  Crozier  &  Company  notify  the  consignee  of  the  true  grade  of  the  grain 
as  shown  on  the  inspection  certificate,

Robb  reports  that  in  general  the  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and 
the  services. are  appreciated  by  shippers  and  receivers.    The  great  varia- 
tion in  the  quality  of  products  grown  in  different  states,  and  even  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  saaiie  state,  has  made  it  impossible  to  promulgate 
standards  satisfactory  to  all,  and  inspection  under  such  conditions  is  dif- 
ficult, but  the  best  element  of  both  growers,  and  shippers  is  strongly  in 
favor  of  standard  grades  backed  up  by  thorough  inspection. 

Mr.  A.  D.  Miller  and -Mr  .'J.  W.  Park  of  the  Domestic  Wool  Section, 
returned  to  ^'ashington  last  \veek  after  an  extended  trip 'in  Oregon,  Utah, 
southern  California,  New  Mexico  and  Texas,  wnere  they  audited  a  ntimber  of 
wool  accounts .

Dr.  Taylor,  in  addi-essing  the  meeting  of  the  Land  Grant  Colleges 
at  New  Orleans  this  morning. on  the  above  subject,  said  "Extension  in  agri- 
cultural economics  has  for  its  objective  the  teaching  of  farmers  to  think: 
m  terms  of  economic  facts  and  forces."    He  stated  also  "l^/irMe  providing 
facts  is  of  first  importance,  extension  work  shou3.d  not  stop      th.  the  dis- 
semination of  i-.rfonnation.    The  large  task  is  to  teach  farmers  to  see  the 
relation  of  facts  to  the  g.uestions  of  what  to  produce,  how  to  orgaj.?i'Je  arA 
how  to  market  the  product." 

In  speaking  uf  the  desirability  of  close  cooperation  between  re- 
search and  extension  workers,  Dr.  Taylor  said  "This' is  absolutely  necessary 
if  research  is  not  to  become  sterile  and  if  extension  work  is  not  to  be 
superficial."    He  called  attention  to  the  readjustments  of  production  that 
have  been  forced  upon  the  farm.pr  by  the  gro\vi;h  of  larp;e  cities,  cost  of 
transportation,  variations  in  demand,  and  the  introduction  of  nev^f  crops. 
^  way  of  example,  he  referred  to  the  transformation  of  agri culture  of  New 
ngland  farmers  from  a  self -sufficing  economy  to  a 'commercial  eccnomy  due 
to  the  growth  of  manufactiu'ing  cities  in  that  section.    He  said  "Following 
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this,   the  development  of  the  railways  made  it  necessarjr  for  the  New  England 
farmer  to  reorganize  his  fariring  "by  largely  omitting  wool  ar.d  hsef  and 
other  articles,  which,  because  of  their  durability  ana  specific  value, 
could  be  shipped  from  the  West,  devoting  himself  to  the  bulky  or  perish- 
able articles  such  as  hay,  vegetables  and  milk.     Today  a  change  in  the 
freight  rates  again  suggests  the  necessity  of  new  shifts*" 

In  considering  the  CLuestion  of  whether  the  man  who  is  to  give  spe- 
cific advice  to  the  farmer  on  crop  production  should  not  combine  the  re- 
sults of  all  research  specialists  who  deal  with  the  physical,  biological 
or  economic  phases  of  the  problem,  he  said  that  this  plan  would  reduce  the 
danger  of  misleading  the  farmer,  but  it  would  also  put  a  heavy  16ad  upon 
the  extension  worker .     The  alternative,  he  suggested,  "is  to  press  forward 
with  the  teaching  of  the  principles  of  farm  organization  to  the  farmers 
and  then  depend  upon  them  to  make  use  of  the  crop  and  live  stock  special- 
ists as  may  fit  into  the  plan  of  fa.rm  organization  as  decided  upon."  For 
many  reasons,  Dr.  Taylor  thought,  economic  extension  TOrk  on  the  choice  of 
crops  "should  consist  of  erajjiciating  the  principles  to  be  followed  and  in 
continually  presenting  through  the  press  the  facts  regarding  production,  . 
demand  and  prices  which  give  basis  for  decisions  as  to  'jvhat  to  produce  at 
a  given  time  in  a  given  place." 

Dr.  Taylor  stated  that  while  questions  of  farm  organization,  farm 
labor,  farm  tenancy  and  .ownership ,  credit  and  insurance  have  an  important 
relation  to  production,  farm.srs  are  m.ore  interested  in  marketing  than  in 
any  other  problem,  at  the  present  tim.e.     Therefore,  he  urged    the  economic 
extension  workers  to^.give  mach  attention  to  marketing  problems.     A  general 
rule  in  dealing  with  marketing  questions,  he  outlined  as  one  which  "should 
be  to  educate  but  not  to  agitate,  to  show  the  conditions  of  success  and 
the  causes  for  failure  in  cooperative  marketing,  but  neither  to  urge  people 
to  cooperate  nor  to  take  the  lead  in  the  orga-nization  or  operation  of  co- 
operative companies.     The  same  aid  should  be  a,vailable  for  cooperative  and 
private  undertaking.     The  objectives  are  efficient  marketing  and  fair 
prices."

Mr.  L.  S.  Tenny ,  Assistant  to  the  Chief,  vn.ll  assist 'the  War  Fina,nce 
Corporation  in  carrying  out  i':3'pl.=:ns  for  investigating  and  developing  the 
warehousing  of  corn  on' a  largo  scale, 

Mr.  Tenny  and  Mr.  L.  S.  Holbert,  also  of  the  Eivision  cf  Coipera- 
tive  Relations,  who  mil  work  if.lth  Mr,  Tenny,  left  last  S-onday  for  Chicago. 

Daring  Mr.  Tenny 's  temporary ■  connection  ^Adth  the  War  "finance  Corpo- 
ration, Mr.  E.  H.  Elsvvorth  will  be  acting  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Co- 
operative Relations. 

In  connection  vnzh  this  proposed  investigation,  the  ^*u-r  Fina^-^ce 
Corporation  has  annoonced  that  a  ccrnmittce  will  be  appointed  to  undertake 
the  work.    The  announcem.ent  reads  in  part: 

"Tt  ndll  be  recalled  that  yea-rs  cigo ,  when  there  Aras  a 
■  temporary  large  surplus,  cribbing  corn  was  successfully  ui^der- 
taken  in  carrying  forward  the  s-orplus.     Tt  is  believed  that 
ways  and  mieans  may  be  found  by  which  a  considerable  part  of 
the  large  surplus  now  on  hand  may  be  safely  stored  and  fi- 
nanced on  a  sound  bu^in^ss  basis  until  it  can  be  marketed  or 
utiliz-'cd,  .with  benefit  to  the  farm^ers  in  the  corn  belt  as  well 
as  to  the  entire  iie.ticn. 

"Crop  records  show  that  unusual  yields  do  not  continue 
indefinitely,  and  the  preservation  of  a  surplus  against  a  time 
of  diminished  production  is  in  line  mth  sound  econom'ic  and  '  .  . 
financial  policies."

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  two  notices  have  appeared  in  The  Bureau 
News  requesting  field  offices  to  send  to  the  Division  of  Market  Informa- 
tion the  wrappers  in  which  The  Market  Reporter  is  received,  on.Iy  a  few  of- 
fices are  complying,    Mr,  Wheeler  reports  that  while  on  his  recent  trip  in 
the  field  he  asked  the  officers  in  charge  of  several  stations  whether  this 
request  was  being  observed  and  many  officers  admitted  that  they  did  not 
know  the  retvxn  of  the  wrappers  was  desired. 

This  vTOuld  seem  to  indicate  that  the  official  notices  in  The  Bureau 
News  are  not  being  read  as  carefully  as  they  should  be,  and  that  employes 
are  overlooking  the  fact  that  they  are  held  responsible  for  all  official 
instructions,  requests,  etc.  contained  in  it.

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1^ .     GOVERNOR  HABDIN&  GIVES  HIS  PERSONAL  VIEWS  ON  WABEHOUSE  BECETPTS. 


In  a  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  H.  K.  Holman,  Jr.,  Hon.  W.  P.  &.  Harding, 
Governor  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  has  given  a  brief  statement  of  his 
personal  view  with  reference  to  the  acceptability  of  warehouse  receipts  is- 
sued by  warehouses  licensed  and  bonded  under  the  United  States  warehouse  Act 
as  collateral  for  bank  loans. 

Governor  Harding  states  in  part: 

"I  think  it  is  recognized  by  banks  and  other  financial 
institutions  that  warehouse  receipts  representing  readily  mar- 
ketable nonperishable  agricultural  commodities  properly  ware- 
housed are  a  desirable  kind  of  security  for  bank  loans.  *  *  * 
"Generally  speaking,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  I  think, 
.  that  warehouse  receipts  issued  by  warehousemen  licensed  and 
bonded  under  the  United  States  warehouse  Act  mil  be  considered 
by  bankers  as  more  desirable  collateral  security  than  those  is- 
sued by  warehousemen  who  are  not  licensed  or  bonded  under  any 
State  or  Federal  law. " 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  Governor  Harding  writes 
"are  such  as  to  tend  to  make  the  warehouse  receipts  issued  by 
warehousemen  licensed  and  bonded  under  the  United  States  ware- 
house Act  attractive  to  conservative  bankers  as  collateral 
security  for  loans,  *  *  *  .     I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying, 
therefore,  that  in  my  judgnent  a  campaign  such  as  I  understand 
is  being  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  among  ware- 
housemen to  educate  them  to  the  advantages  of  becoming  licensed 
under  the  United  States  warehouse  Act  and  among  bankers  to  edu- 
cate them  to  the  desirability  as  a  form  of  collateral  security 
of  warehouse  receipts  issued  by  warehousemen  so  licensed,  can 
be  made  to  result  in  much  benefit  to  the  public  through  im- 
proved facilities  both  for  the  storing  and  marketing  of  agri- 
cultural products  and  for  the  proper  financing  of  such  storing 
and  marketing." 

A  systematic  letter  campaign,  placing  squarely  before  the  officials 
of  each  Federal  reserve  bank  the  warehouse  Act  and  what  it  means,  is  in 
progress  and  it  is  planned  to  have  a  personal  campaign  conducted  by  the 
Warehouse  Division  among  some  of  the  reserve  banks  which  do  not  fully  com- 
prehend the  importance  of  this  Act. 

15.    SAIL  UNDER  AMERICAN  FLAG. 

All  officials  and  employes  who  in  the  future  may  be  sent  abroad  on 
official  business  and  all  vjho  are  now  abrosid  are  directed,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  travel  on  American  ships.    In  a  memorandum  issued  by  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary,  it  is  stated  "It  appears  that  the  confidence  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  in  the  American  Merchant  Marine  would  be  greatly  stimulated  if 
government  officials  going  abroad  were  to  use  American  ships."  Circular 
No.  23  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  regarding  this  subject  is  being  cir- 
culated to  field  offices  with  this  issue  of  The  Bureau  News.

"The  American  Railway  Express  Company  has  brought  to 
the  attention  of  this  office' the  fa,ct  that  many  express  ship- 
ments are  received  in  Washington  addressed  merely  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agricult-are.     This  results  in  the  driver  having  to  call  ^ 
at  various  bureaus  of  the  department  until  someone  is  found  who 
claims  the  shipment.    Many  times  no' btireau  claims -the  shipment 
and  the  ezcpress  company  is,  forced  to  hold  the  package  in  storage' 
until  communication  is  had  mth  the  sender!"   This  results  in 
delay  to  the  departm.ent  in  receiving  its-  goods  and  trouble  for 
the  express  company."'  -       ;  ■ 

Employes  are  referred  to  article  165  in  the- Administrative  Hand- 
book as  to  the  proper  ^'Tay  to  address  shipments  to  the  bureau.     The  main 
fault  that  has  been  noted  ih  the  way'  shipments  3-re  -directed  to  the  bureau 
is  that  the  name  of  a  person  is  placed  first  rather  than  the  name_  of  the 
department  and  bureau.     This  would  indicate  that  it  was  a'  personal  rather 
than  an  official  shipment  with  the  charges  payable  by  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  directed.  '■ 

17.    USE  OF' CLOTH -LI NED  FRANKED  ENVELOPES: 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  administrative  o-ff ices  that 
cloth-liried,  manuscript-sized,  franked  envelopes  have' beerl  issued -to  cer- 
tain divisions  by  the  Section  of  Property  and  SuppTi'-es.'    Such  divisions 
or  offices  as  .have  received  cloth-lined  envelopes  should  return  at  once 
to  the  Section  of  Property  and  Supplies  all  such  en-velopes  as  are  on  hand, 
except  such  as  may  be  used  for ' mail  seht  to  foreign  addi-esses ,  other  than 
in  Mexico  and  Canada.

For  the  benefit  of  those  eriployes  v/ho  are  not  familiar  with  the 
rules  governing  the  puUication  of  reports  and  infc>aaafcion  -utilize^,  in 
the  compilation  of  reports  prepared  in  this  bireau  >n  the  acreage,  cpn- 
ditioas,  yields,  farm  reserves  or  quality  of  products  of  the  soil  grown 
within  the  United  States,  the  follo^ving  regulation  is  given: 

T^ie  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, such  person  as  may  be  designated  for  the  time  being  as  Act- 
ing Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and 
Crop  Estimates,  the  Associate  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop 
Estimates,  members  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  and  employes  actually 
engaged  at  the  time  in  aiding  the  Crop  Repr r ting  Ecard' in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  particular  report  or  reports,  shall  be  entitle^,  to  receive, 
in  advance  of  the  publication  of  the  reports  informatirn  concerning 
the  contents  thereof,  but  no  officer  or  employe  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  or  person  acting  in  any  capacity  under  or  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  who  ty  virtue^  of  the  office, 
employment,  or  position  held  by  him,  shall  become  possessed  of  any  in- 
formation concerning  the  acreages,  conditions,  yields,  farm  reser-ves, 
or  quality,  or  any  other  information  which  misht  pxert  an  influence 
upon  or  effect  the  market  value  of  any  products  of  the  soil  dealt  with 

the  Bureau  .of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  and  shall  wilfully  impart 
.such  information,  or  ary  part  thereof,  directly  cr  indirectly,  before 
the  official  release  of  such  information  to  the  public,  to  any  other 
officer  or  enploye  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  person  acting 
in  any  capacity  un.der  or  V  virtue  of  the  authority  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  excepting  the  officers  and  e.nployes  of  the  Department 
Of  Agriculture  hereinbefore  named  as  entitled  to  receive  such  informa- 
tion in  advance,  or  to  ary  other  person  whomsoever. 

The  followirig  extract  is  quoted  from  the  penal  laws  of  the  United 
btates,  approved  March  U,  I9O9, 

"Section  123.    TOioever,  being  an  officer  or  enploye  of  the  United 
iJtates  or  a  person  acting  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  j.n  any 
capacity  under  or  ly  virtue  of  the  authority  of  ^  department  or  office 
thereof,  and  while  holding  such  office,  employment,  or  position  shall,by 
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virtue  of  the  office,  employment,  or  positicrn  held  ly  him,  'become  pos- 
sessed of  any  information  ;(\^ich  might  exert  an  influence  upon  or  affect 
the  market  value  of  any  product  of  the  soil  grown, within  the  United 
States,  v^hich  information  id  "tgr  1^  or  ly  the  rules  of  the  department  or 
office  required  to  he  withheld  from  puhlication  until  a  fixed  tim.e,  and 
shall  wilfully  impart,  directly  or  indirectly,  such  information,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  ariy  person  not  entitled  under  the  law  ©r  the  rules 
of  the  department  or  office  to  receive  the  same;  or  shall,  before  such  in- 
foraiation  is  made  public  through  regular  official  channels,  directly  or 
.  inairectly  speculate  in  ariy  such  product  respecting  which  he  has  thus 
become  possessed  of  such  information,  by  buying  or  selling  the  same  in 
any  quantity,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  10  years,  or  both:    PROVIDED,  That  no  person  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  such  rule  unless  prior  to  such  alleged 
violation  he  shall  have  had  actual  knowledge  thereof, 

"Section  12U,      T^hoever,  being  an  officer  or  employe  of  the 
United  States  and  whose  duties  require  the  compilation  or  report  of 
statistics  or  information  relative  to  the  soil,  shall  knowingly  compile 
for  issxiance,  or  issue,  any  false  statistics  or  information  as  a  report 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  five  years  or  both" ,

Tilde r  the  present  Haw  all  p-u.rchases  and  exchanges  of  tj'pev/riters 
must  be  passed  upon  "by  the  Coordinator  ;.>.f  Supplf  who  authorizes  both  the 
purchase  and  the  exchange,     I't  is^  theref oi-'e.  evident  th^t  if  a  substitu- 
tion is  to  be  made,  the  ma,tter  rxist  be  taken  up  again  with  the  Coordinator 
of  Supply.     Considerable  confusion  ha.s  r.lso  taken  place  in  the  rendering 
of  vouchers  and  in  the  inventory  records  because  of  these  s^rbstitutions. 
If  the  division  head  office  exercises  sufficient  care  in  selecting  the 
machines  to  be  exchanged  and  proper  cooperation  is  had  upon  the  part  of 
field  offices,  substitutions  of  this  kind  after  the  order  has  been  issued 
shoijld  be  unnecessary.

The  first  page  of  this 
six-page  form  is  the  application  proper  and  is  the  only  page  to  he  filled 
out  ly  the  Qmploye,    In  order  to  he  of  assistance  the  schedule  of  eiipl©y- 
ment  covering  the  period  for  which  refund  is  claimed  is  filled  out  hy 
the  Personnel  Section.    After  conpletion  of  the  first  page  ly  the  ernploye, 
the -form  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Dishirsing  Clerk  of  the  department  in 
the  self -addressed  envelope  which  accompanies  the  form.    Upon  receipt  of 
the  application  in  the  disharsing  office  the  "Certificate  of  Administra- 
tive Officer"  is  executed  in  duplicate,  the  infoiroation  heing  obtained 
from  a  master  card  index  maintained  in  that  office  showing  the  complete 
service  record  and  any  leave  without  pay  of  all.  enployes  of  the  depart- 
ment.   After  this  has  been  done,  the  form  is  transmitted  promptly  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  for  preparation  of  the  "Certificate  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,"  which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  verification  of  the 
statements  contained  in  the  application  for  reftmd  and  the  certificate 
of  the  administrative  officer.    The  Civil  Service  Ccmmlssion  transmits 
the  application  with  appended  certificate  to  the  COTmissicner  of  Pen- 
sions for  final  adjudication  of  the  claim, 

13-      PROGRgSS  UNDER  U.  S,  WAREHOUSE  ACT. 

A  very  decided  interest  in  the  warehouse  Act  has  been  manifested 
recently  ty  warehous^aen  who  operate  on  a  large,  scale.    There  were  on 
October  31,    SjU  licensed  cotton  warehouses  with  a  total  capacity  of  ap- 
proximately 1,127,380  bales  of  cotton.  'This  means  that  licensed  cytton 
warehouse  space  has  been  almost  tripled  since  April  1,  when  the  capacity 
of  the  23s  cotton  warehouses  licensed  at  that  time  was  ^29,975  bales. 
The  increase  in  the  nunber  of  licensed  warehouses  is  not  so  great  as-  the 
increase  in  capacity  would  lead  one  to  believe,    lhat  has  been  accomplish- 
ed in  the  past  few  months  is  to  interest  warehousemen  who  operate  on  a 
large  scale.    For  instance,  in  that  time  one  warehouse  has  been  licensed 
with  a  capacity  of  75,000  bales,  another  with  52,000,  another  with  U0,000, 
two  others  v^ith  30,000,  one,  vvrith  25,000^  two  v/ith  22^000,  one  with  20,000, 
and  quite  a  large  number  with  betv«'een  10,000  and  20j000  bales.    If  it  is 
recalled  that  the  normal  cotton  crop  is  about  12,000j000  bales,  from 
the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  cotton  warehouse  space  equivalent 
to  about  one- twelfth  of  a  normal  crop  has  been  licensed.    Inasmuch  as  it 
is  seldom  that  more  than  one- third  of  the  cotton  crop  is  in  storage  at 
one  time,  better  than  25  per  cent  of  the  cotton  ordinarily  in  storage  can 
be  taken  care  of  in  Federally  licensed  warehouses. 

With  respect  to  grain  warehouses,  the  increase  has  been  unus-ual- 
On  April  1,    56  grain  warehouses  v/ith  a  total  capacity  of  2,10S,U00  bushels 
were  licensed.    There  are  now  approximately  292  licensed  grain  warehouses 
with  a  combined  capacity  of  13,925»720  bushels.    This  increase  is  account- 
ed for       the  fact  that  recently  one  grain  vjarehouseman  operating  a  line 
of  elevators  in  Washington  placed  6S  warehouses"  "under  the  Act;  another 
operating  in  Oregon,  Washington,  and  Idaho  had  IIS  licensed  and  several 
other  grain  men  who  conduct  a  great  many  elevators  placed  from  eight  to 
ten  -under  the  Federal  system.

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3.    CONFERENCE  IN  SECBETAEY'S  OFFICE. 

At  the  conference  of  Bureau  Chiefs  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary, 
Monday,  November  lU ,  the  subject  matter  of  the  Secretary's  annual  report 
was  discussed.   

h.    ORGANIZATION  OF  DEPARl'MENT  AIDDKESSTNG 
AND  DUPLICATING  SECTION  COMPLETED. 

The  new  Department  Addressing  and  Duplicating  Section  began  to 
function  upon  November  I5.    Mr.  Bailey  vdll  retain  general  supervision 
until  December  1,  for  the  purpose  of  watching  its  operating  routine  and 
making  any  necessary  adjustments  therein. 

The  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  has  transferred  to  the  new 
section  2k  employes  with  statutory  salaries  aggregating  $27,SSO.OO  and 
mechanical  equipment  reaching  a  total  value  of  $20,357-67. 

It  is  expected  that  this  centralization  of  the  addressing  and  dupli- 
cating work  of  the  department  vn.ll  tend  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  this 
work,  considered  as  a  whole,  for  the  entire  department.    Forms  for  use  in 
submitting  orders  for  work  to  be  done  have  been  distributed  and  should  be 
prepared  in  the  divisions  of  the  bureau  in  duplicate  and  transmitted 
through  the  central  office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation. 

The  new  section  will  maintain  a  stock  of  stationery  in  standard 
sizes,  q.ualities,  weights  and  colors.    A  record  will  be  kept  of  the  amount 
and  value  of  this  stationery  used  on  each  order  and  charged  against  the 
bureau  for  which  the  lArork  is  done.    These  records  vvill  be  kept  by  the  num- 
bers assigned  in  the  bureau.    The  account  with  each  bureau  will  be  bal- 
anced from  time  to  time  by  the  transfer  of  funds.    Records  will  be  kept 
in  the  central  office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation  for  the  distribution  of 
these  charges  in  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates. 

5 .    REPRESENTATIVE  ANDERSON  OUTLINES  SCOPE 
OF  INVESTIGATIONS  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION. 

Dr.  Taylor,  Mr.  Estabrook  and  a  number  of  division  leaders  attended 
a  luncheon  on  Tuesday,  November  I5,  at  which  Hon.  Sydney  Anderson,  Chair- 
man of  the  Joint  Commission  of  Agricultural  Inquiry,  outlined  the  scope  of 
the  investigations  of  the  commission  and  indicated  some  of  its  conclusions. 
The  commission  has  made  a  thorough  investigation  not  only  of  the  statis- 
tical and  economic  situation  of  agriculture,  but  of  various  factors  in  in- 
dustry, conmerce  and  finance  which  affect  the  farming  industry.     The  com- 
mission has  made  a  thorough  analytical  study  of  all  the  rmiltifarious  steps 
and  operations  that  are  performed  from  the  time  the  products  leave  the  farm 
■until  they  reach  the  ultimate  consumer,  and  so  far  as  possible  has  deter- 
mined the  cost  of  each  contributory  service.    These  studies  also  include  a 
very  thorough  analysis  of  the  cost  of  railroad  operations  and  the  effect  of 
high  freight  rates  on  prices  received  by  farmers  and  the  cost  of  living  to 
consumers.    The  report  of  the  commission  on  the  agricultural  situation  when 
it  appears  will  probably  be  the  most  exhaustive  that  has  been  issued  by  any 
agency  for  many  years. 
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6..    OFFICE  OF  EXHIBITS  MADE  PART  OF  OFFISE  OF  SECRETARY. 

The  Office  of  Exhibits,  novsr  a  section  of  the  Division  of  Publica- 
tions, is  to  be  attached  until  further  order  to  the  Office  of  the  Secre- 
tary. :  Mr.  J.  W.  Hiscox,  Assistant  in  Charge  of  Exhibits,  will  report 
directly  to  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

7.    THE  USE  OF  SPECIAL  SLIPS. 

Everyone  vvill  recall  the  fable  of  the  shepherd's  boy  who ,  while 
tending  his  flocks,  called  ?olf.'  Wolf!  to  cause  excitement  and  to  attract 
attention  to  himself.    However,  when  wolves  did  attack  his  flocks,  his 
call  for  help  was  ujianswered  because  he  had  fooled  his  neighbors  too  often. 

This  parable  is  very  apropos  of  the  use  of  special  slips.     If  pink 
slips  marked  "Push"  or  "Specia.1"  are  to, be  attached' indiscriminately  to 
papers,  they  will  soon  lose  their  claim  for  priority  in  handling.     It  is 
to  be  assumed  that  all  services  within  the  bureau  will  be  performed  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  and  ■•jnless  there  is  a  real  reason  for  rushing  certain 
papers,,  special  slips  should  not  be  used.    However,  when  there  is  neces- 
sity for  exp.editing  a  particular  case,  a  rush  slip,  dated  and  initialed  by 
the  person  responsible  for  it,  should  be  attached  to  the  papers,  and  every- 
one handling  the  case  ^vill  then  realize  that  it  is  to  be  given  priority 
over  other  work. 

2.     YEAREOOK  FOR  lQ2l .  '  ■ 

The  Yearbook  for  19^1  wili  be  more  economic  in  character  than  here- 
tofore.   A  number  of  committees  have' been  appointed,  '.vith  Assistant  Secre- 
tary Pugsley  as  chairman,  to  supervise  the  preparation  of  the  material  to 
be  presented.    The  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  will  be 
represented  on  these  committees  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Forster,  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker  and 
Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  while  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  will  be 
represented  by  Messrs.  Nat  C.  Murray  and  A.  M.  Agelasto. 

Present  plans  contemplate  a  presentation  of  the  economic  situo-tion 
in  the  corn  belt,  the  cotton  belt  and  the  wheat  regions.    There  will  be 
rather  long  articles  consisting  largely  of  maps  and  graphs,  dealing  with 
corn,  beef  cattle,  swine,  cotton  and  wheat.    These  articles  v/ill  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  graphic  summary  of  American  agriculture  similar  to  that  pub- 
lished in  the  I915  issue. 

9 '     TELEGRAMS  FILED  Wia'H  COMMERCIAL  COWMLES  SHOULD  SHOW 
PLAIJTLY  WHETHER  THEY  ARE  TO  BE  SENT  "COLLECT"  OP  "PAID"  . 

Some  of  our  branch  offices  are  neglecting  to  indicate  on  outgoing 
commercial  telegrams  how  they  axe  to  be  checked  and  charged.    Failure  to 
state  clearly  ivhether  a  telegram  should  be  sent  collect  or -paid  frequently 
results  in  wrong  checking  which  invariably  causes  confusion  and  delay  in 
the  handling  of  the  telegraph  companies'  accounts  and  necessitates  con- 
siderable correspondence  in  order  to  correct  it. 


'•■'••"•iff  T:elegrams  from  branch.  Qfjficss  or  f lead  stations  desti-ned  for 
Washington  should  be  sent  Gcllect  .'gTnd.  plainly  meirked  "Official  Business.,-.- • 
Government  Rate,'  Collect."  T-c'  would  be  advisable  to  u&e  a  rubber  stamp  . 
containing  this  exact  direction  and  see  that  it  is  prominently  placed  on 
all  outgoing  commercial  telegrams.    The  words  "Chai:g3  ^feshingt  on" .  which" 
are  sometimes  placed  on  the  file  copies  should  not  be'  used  because  the 
word  "charge",  is  usually  interpreted  by  the f telegraph  compani-es- -to  mean 
that  the  telegram  ynauld.. be.  sent  paid  and-,  charged  locally .

15-     U.  S.  EXEMPT  FROM  RENINS YLVANI A  STATE  TAX  ON  GASOLINE. 

The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  has  decided  that  the 
Federal  Government  is  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  tax  imposed  by  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  of  May  20,  I92I,  of 
one  cent  a  gallon  on  gasoline  sold  not  for  resale.     The  Auditor  General 
of  the  State  writes  that  this  interpretation  is  in  harmony  with  the  view 
of  both  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  and  himself,  and  that  this  opinion 
has  been  spread  broadcast  throughout  the  Commonwealth  through  the  local 
press  and  by  distribution  of  copies  of  the  decision. 

In  order  to  protect  the  sellers  of  gasoline  from  imposition  on  the 
part  of  those  who  might  misrepresent  that  they  are  Federal  employes,  the 
Auditor  General  of  the  State  has  provided  exemption  blariks  to  be  used  by 
purchasers  of  gasoline  that  may  be  exempt  from  the  tax.    These  blanks  will 
be  furnished  upon  application  to  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General  of  the 
State  at  Harrisburg.

will  be  made  on  the  bctsis  of  facts  shown  by  the  Government  inspection. 
The  rules  and  regulations  of  this  association  provide  that  shelled  pea- 
nuts not  coming  up  io  contract  q,uality  shall  be  deliverable  if  within 
certain  limitations,  but  each  such  delivery  shall  be  penalized  by  defi- 
nite reductions  in  price  for  each  percent  or  fraction  of  percent  the  pea- 
nuts fall  below  grade  specifications. 

Several  inspections  under  these  new  regulations  have  already  been 
made  in  St.  Louis, 

2 .  MARINE  UNDERWRITERS  CONSIDERING  RATE  CONCESSIONS 
TO_L I  CiiJNS ^'^AREHOUSE 3 . 

For  som.e  time  past  the  Southeastern  Underwriters'  Association  has 
been  granting  a  reduct-ion  in  insurance  on  warehouses  and  equipment  ^^^ich 
become  licensed  under  the  United  States  warehouse  Act,  and  also  on  the 
cotton  stored  in  such  warehouses .     The  matter  of  obtaining  concessions  in 
,rates  from  companies  vvriting  marine  insurance  ^vas  recently  taken  up  "'ith 
the  representatives  of  leading  marine  insurance  companies  by  Mr.  H.  S. 
Yohe  of  the  Ware?aouse  Division,  and  in  reply  to  one  of  Mr.  Yohe '  s  letters, 
Mr.  Edwin  G.  Seibels,  Manager  of  the  Cotton  Fire  and  Marine  Underwriters, 
wrote  in  part: 

"The  Cotton  Fire  and  Marine  Underwriters  being 
interested  in  moving  cotton  only,  operates  on  a  different 
basis  of  rating  from  storage  warehouse  rates,  but  we  have 
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\inder  consideration  now  the  introduction  of  a  system  of 
credits  in  the  transit  rates  for  cotton  going  into  Federal- 
ized war ehous  e  s . " 

3.     CROP  BEPOETS  FHOIMFTT-V  PT^rT<:TVF.n  BY  fWEHNATIOHAL  INSTITUTE. 

Mr.  Estabrook  has  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  W.  H.  Stevenson, 
permanent  delegate  of  the  United  States  to  the  International  Institute 
of  Agriculture  at  Rome,  transmitting  a  statement  shov/ing  that  the  time 
of  transmission  and  publication  of  wheat  crop  reports  has  been  reduced. 
The  time  saved  in  transmitting  and  publishing  these  reports  in  seven- 
teen countries  in  I921  as  compared  with  I92O,  ranges  from  22  to  15O 
days,  the  saving  in  most  of  the  countries  being  from  two  to  fonr  m.onths. 
This  improvement  is  the  direct  result  of  action  taken  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  general  assembly  of  the  International  Institute  in  November, 
1920,  directing  the  institute  officials  to  urge  upon  the  adhering  govern- 
ments the  necessity  for  the  prompt  preparation  and  transmission  of  their 
crop  reports  to  the  institute,  as  was  strongly  advocated  by  the  American 
delegates.    It  confirm.s  Mr.  Estabrook' s  impression  that  one  of  the  most 
valuable  functions  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  is  in 
gradually  bringing  about  improvement  in  the  crop  reporting  and  statis- 
tical services  of  many  foreign  countries. 

^.     PROPERTY  REGULATIONS  TO  BE  REVISED. 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Finance  and  Business  Methods  has  imder 
consideration  a  revision  of  the  property  regulations  of  the  department. 
Before  taking  any  action  in  the  matter,  however,  the  committee  would  like 
an  expression  of  views  from' each  bi:..r.?au  in  connection  with  any  changes 
that  are  considered  necessary  or  c..isirs.ble  in  the  present  regulations  as 
well  as  the  addition  of  any  j_:.ror;ocrd  new  regulations.    Every  one  is  in- 
vited to  submit  sur;gestion3  anc.  as  it  is  desired  to  get  this  revision 
out  at  the  earliest  possible  dare,  all  recommendations  should  reach  Mr. 
R.  V.  Bailey,  Assistant  to  the  Chief,  iiot  later  than  December  1.

In  re-^isteriric  h^- ^  obiection  :o  Farmers'  Bulletin  No.  1232.  en- 
titled, "Seed  Marl-eting  Hints  for  the  rsrmer , "  a  seedsman  of  the  South- 
west states  that  ''Most  of  the  saedsuen  :.n  this  country  are  in  a  terrible 
fix  between  the  deflation  policy  of  the  reserve  banks;  decline  m  mar- 
kets; competition  offered  by  farm-:rs  e.-yi  county  agents;  and  it  is  rather 
like  kicking  a  man  who  is  dovm  to  begin  to  play  wet  nurse  to  the  farmer 
as  in  the  case  of  Bulletin  I232,  a- id  I  :hirik  you  can  see  that  clearly. 
Tn  commenting  further  on  the  bulletin.  1.3  says  in  part:    "^fithout  feel- 
ing at  all  damaged  myself,  I  do  know  th^ there  are  those  dealers  over 
this  co\antry  who  will  look  upon  this  farmer  bulletin  wi  th  its  complete 
instructions  concerning  how  to  market  seeds,  as  a  figurative  red  flag, 
flashed  in  the  face  of  a  b\ill  or  a  bear  as  the  case  may  be." 

However,  another  seedsman  views  the  bulletin  in  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent light  and  asks  for  1450  copies  of  it  to  be  distributed  to  as  many 
of  his  customers.     He  writes  that  the  bulletin  "would  prove  to  be  as 
much  of  an  education  to  them  as  to  the  farmer." 

g .     COTTON  CONCENTRATION  PRIVILEGE  EXTENDED  TO  LICENSEDJ7AREHOUSE3  . 

llx.  Roy  L.  Newton,  in  charge  of  the  Dallas  office  of  the  Warehouse 
Division,  reports  under  date  of  November  1?  that  the  State  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  extended  the  cotton  concentration  privilege  recently  rein- 
stated in  connection  ^Arith  State  bonded  warehouses  so  as  to  specifically 
include  Federally  bonded  warehouses.

Of  the  5,1^2  appeals  under  the  grain  standards  Act  handled  by  the 
various  Offices  of  Federal  Grain  Supervision  during  the  period  from  July 
1  to  September  30,  2,219  or  ^3-15  per  cent  were  sustained.    For  the  ap- 
peals not  sustained,  the  sum  of  $12,627.99  was  collected,  which,  with  the 
sum  of  $2,520.23,  representing  the  proceeds  from  sales  of  accumulated 
grain  samples,  was  turned  in  to  the  Treasury.

17 .    MEMORANDTM  TO  FIELD  OFFICES . 

Fith  this  issue  of  The  Bureau  News,  there  is  being  sent  to  field 
offices  Office  of  the  Secretary  Circular  No.  88,  regarding  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  W,  L.  McAtee,  Assistant  Biologist,  of  the  Bureau  of  Biological 
Survey,  as  a  member  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Land  Utilisation. 

13.     IN  CONGRESS. 

The  first  deficiency  bill,  H.  R.  9237,  was  passed  by  the  House  on 
November  22.  This  bill  carries  an  item  of  $75,000  to  cover  the  operation 
of  the  Center  Market  from  the  time  it  comes  under  the  j orisdictiou  of  the 
department  until  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year.  The  coaimittee  esti- 
mated that  the  Center  Market  v/ould  probably  not  come  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  department  before  next  March. 

This  bill  also  carried  an  item  of  $^7,500  to  be  used  by  the  de- 
partment in  the  enforcement  of  The  Future  Trading  Act  for  the  balance  of 
the  present  fiscal  year.    The  law  becomes  effective  on  Dec.  2k,  I921 . 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  I32  has  been  reported  out  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Printing  in  the  House  with  an  amendment  which  provides  that  any 
periodical  which  is  now  being  issued  by  any  department  may,  in  the  dis- 
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cretion  of  the  hea.d  thereof,  be  con'.inued  uiitil  March  1,  I922. 

A  Mil,  H.  R.  9219,  amending  the  I'ederal  Farm  Loan  Act  relative 
to  liens  and  encumbrances,  and  for  u ther  parpopes,  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Hayden. 

A  bill,  S.  27^7,  to  encourage  the  development  of  agriculttiral  re- 
sources of  the  United  States  through  Federal  and  State  cooperation  ***** 
was  introduced  by  Senator  McWary  and  referred  to  the  Coinnittee  on  Irri- 
gation and  Reclamation. 

President  Harding  has  transmitted  to  Congress  the  request  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  postponement  until  I923  of  the  World's 
Dairy  Congress,  Invitations  to  which  were  authorized  in  the  ax^propriation 
act  for  the  department,  approved  March  3,  1921.     In  that  act,  th§  Presi- 
dent was  authorir.ed  and  requested  to  extend  invitations  to  foreign  govern- 
ments to  be  represented  by  delegates  in  a  World ' s  Dairy  Congress  to  be 
held  in  the  United  States  in  1922.

21.  AGRICULTUBAL  LEGISLATION. 

No  bills  of  direct  interest  to  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop 
Estirrates  and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  were 
passed  Ig/  this  session  of  Congress  since  the  August  recess,    A  sum- 
mary was  included  in  the  Bttreau  News  of  September  6,  showing  the 
progress  of  legislation  of  interest  np  to  that  date. 

Since  the  recess,  the  Vestal  bill,  fixing  standards  for  hampers, 
round  stave  baskets,  etc.,  and  the  Lehlbach  bill,  providing  for  the 
classification  of  civilian  positions,  have  been  under  consideration  on 
the  floor  01  the  House  but  no  action  has  besn  taken. 

The  first  deficiency  bill,  which  carries  $7^,000  for  the  opera- 
tion of  Center  Market  and  $'+7,500  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Future 
Trading  Act,  passed  the  House  bu.t  was  not  acted  upon  ty  the  Senate, 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  I32  passed  the  Sena,te  and  was  amended 
by  the  House  Committee  on  Printing  so  as  to  extend  the  time  until 
March  1,  I922 ,  in  which  periodicals  now  being  issued  Isy  the  depart- 
m.ents  might  be  continued,  but  was  not  passed  by  the  House.

The  Secr3t5.ry  ecphasized  the  desirability  of  devoting  irore  atten- 
tion to  the  ec.onor.ic  side  of  faming:.    "Bad  we,"  he  said"'  in  the  past 
^iven  as  much  attention  to  thu  economics  of  arriculture  as  we  have  to 
stimulating  production,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  at  least  some  of 
the  troubles  which  now  besot  us  mi^ht  have  been  anticipated  and  avoided% 
Firmly  convinced  of  this  ,  onj  cf  ny  li^-st  a-cts  upon  taking  office  was  to 
inquire  into  the  economic  v/orl'  beinj  carried  on  in  the  department.  I 
f o-ond  this  m.ostly  in  two  bureaus  and  ore  office  of  bioreau  standiiig.  Last 
•.vinter  Congress  provided  in  the  agricultural  appropriation  act  for  the 
consolidation  of  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  and  the  Piu-eau  cf  Markets. 
In  considering  this  consolidation  I  foxmd  that  to  secui'O  the  greatest  ef- 
ficiency in  our  study  of  economac  prcble.-.is  it  -'culd  'ze  wise  to  include  in 
this  m.erger  the  Office  of  Farm;  Management  and  Farm  Eccnonicf.  as  well.  To 
make  sure  th?.t  nothing  ma.;ht  be  done  vr.tnout  due  thought,  I  appointed  an 
econom.ic  council,   consisting  cf  five  b-.raau  heads ,  ess.  Lo'vo t.h-m  to  con- 
sider the  econo.-iic  v.xrk  of  the  depxrtment  and  make  their  reccmuendations . 
After  much  study  and  investigation  this  economdc  council  prepared  a  report. 
Several  highly  q^ualif  iei  men  frcmi  different  parts  of  the  ccimtry  were  then 
asked  to  com.e  to  r/ashingto-.i  and  go  over  the  plans  suhmittedv    They  did 
this  and  approved  the  plans,  which  contemplate  the  cons olida,t ion  of  the 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates,     the  Burec.u  of  Karhets,  and  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management  a^id  Farm  Economics  and  the  rearranging  of  the  v;ork  of  these 
three  bu.reaus  'jnder  ap'oropi iate  divisions.    Not  having  authority  to 
formally  crm^plete  such  cons o.lidat ion,  1  constilted  v;ith  various  m.emibers  of 
the  agricultural  comjuittees  of  the  Senate  and  House,  and  upon  receiving 
their  approval  ordered  thc~t  the  ' -ork  be  so  arrc<.nged  as  to  virtually  effect 
the  consolidation.     In  the  estiinc^tes  for  the  ne:;t  fiscal  year  I  have  ask- 
ed legal  authorization  to  ctmplete  it." 
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Mev/  Bureau  to  meet  Meeds. . 

Tho  plans  for  the  corning  year  include  tlie  cons olida-t ion  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Markets  a,nd  Crop  Esti irate s  and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and 
Farm  Sconorxiics . 

"I  have  suggested,"  the  Secretary  says,  "that  the  name  of  this  new 
hurea-u  should  he  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    It  is  proposed  to 
merge  into  this  one  bureau  all  the  forces  of  the  department  which  are  en- 
gaged in  agricultural  econcmic  work.    The  purpose  is  to  inquire  into  every 
ecoaomic  condition  and  force  which  has  an  influence  upon  either  production 
or  price,  for  the  one  depends  upon  the  other,    '^'e  shall  "begin  v^ith  the  study 
of  farm  management,   types  of  farming,  cost  factors,  market  grades,  and  prac- 
tices as  they  hear  on  farm  management.    The  cost  of  production  and  distrihu- 
tion  will  he  studied  at  each  s  op.ge  along  the  way.     Investigations  v;ill  he 
made  in  land  economics  with  a  view  to  encoura,ging  a  wholesome  system  of 
land  tenui^e;  land  resources  and  utilisation;  land  settlement  and  coloniza- 
tion; the  marketing  of  farm  products  with  a  view  to  hetter  organising  dis- 
trihution;    market  conditions,  sta,ndardization,  and  grading  of  products;  col 
lection  of  stc^tistics  of  production  and  distrioution;  crop  and  live-stock 
production  hoth  in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  lan.ds;  prices  of  farm 
manufactured  products;  historical  and  geographical  studies  in  production  and 
distribution  with  a  viev\?  to  interpreting  the  trend  cf  agricultural  prices 
and  production,  the  developmen-i:  or  decli:.ie  of  markets,  and  generally  the 
geography  of  the^'orld's  agriculture;  methods  of  finance;  insurance  of  build 
ings ,  live  stock,  and  stocks  in  storage;  taxa,tion  and  its  relation  to  pro- 
duction and  distribution:  the  financing  of  rural  public  utilities  and  other 
group  enterprises;  agricultural  conditions  in  countries  which  compete  with 
tlM  United  States;   the  characteristics  and  changes  in  rural  home  life  and 
its  relation  to  agriculture;  the  trend  of  agriculture  and  population:  in 
short,  everything  which  rray  be  helpful  to  the  farmer  in  producing  with  judg- 
ment.   Such  stuaies  and  investigations  will  be  Just  as  helpful  to  the  con- 
sumers as  to  the  producers,  for  the  ultimate  purpose  is  to  DB.ke  sure  that 
our  people  are  abundantly  supplied  with  the  products  of  the  soil  at  prices 
which  will  both  sustain  our  agriculture  and  be  just  to  the  constimer. 

"Much  of  the  work  outlined  above  already  has  been  under  way  in  the 
department,  some  of  it  for  many  ye^^rs,  but  I  am  sure  that  this  bringing 
together  in  one  bureau  of  the  ma,; or  economic  projects  of  the  department 
ndll  both  reduce  expense  and  make  possible  the  better  working  out  of  these 
projects." 

c„?2il§ ting:  is  Part  of  Production . 
The  report  continues." 

"Marketing  'is  as  truly  a  part  of  production  as  is  the  growing  of  the 
crops,  for  the  crops  have  no  value  unless  they  can  be  put  into  the  hands  of 
those  who  need  them.     The  assem.bling,  storing,  and  distributing  of  farm 
products  are  xoroductive  enterprises  and  those  engaged  in  this  work  require 
much  the  same  economic  and  technical  information  as  that  required  by  farmers 
The  acquiring  and  disseminating  of  kno'vledge  of  what  to  produce  and  how  best 
to  market  it  is  as  much  needed  as  the  Imowiedge  of  how  to  produce,  whether 
the  matter  is  viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  the  farmer,  the  middleman, 
or  the  cons-umer,  for  orderly  and  stabilized  production  means  prices  w^nich 
are  neither  very  much  too  high  nor  very  much  too  low  and  guarantee  an 
abundance  of  food  at  all  tim.es ^     Such  knowledge  can  not  be  gained  from  a 
study  of  the  mechanics  of  rj:arketing  alone.    It  is  much  rr.ore  than  a  business 
matter.     It  involves  research  in  agronomic,  biological,  and  physical,  as 
well  as  statistical  and  economic  scxence  by  men  trained  in  their  respective 
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liuas  and  who  have  a  working  knov/l.^dge  of  a  ra'i  cult-ural  pi'ocosses  and  f-on- 
ditions 

As ricultu-ral  Eo search  In vclved  in  Marine t ing . 

"To  10i-:::n  "--.i^i;  it  is  wise  to  p.xo.-a.C'i  involveo  stuny  cf  the  varie ties, 
qmlities,  aiid  q.'uaiitit-iSv^  demanded  "by  the  market"  .the  Secretary  po:.:nts  out. 

''?ractica?>ly  all  agric\iltural  products  are  more  or  less  perishacle 
and  food  irarketing  involves  mere  than  mere  salesmanship,  more  than  a  mere 
detennir?ation  of  the  public  taste,  the  public  demand,  .aad  thie  probable  s-i-:pp.ly. 
Only  throiigh  the  carryin-'T  out  of  investigations  in  ua-rkebiiig,  in  which  horti- 
culturists, plant  physiologists,  plant  pathologistSj  chemists,  refrigeration 
erperlis.  and  stat isticiaij.s  have  cooperated,  has  it  been  possible  to  give  to 
American  agriculture  that  distinctive  character  which  irakes  it  possible  to 
produce  perishable  pror!ucts  on- one  edge  of  th3  continei'jt  and  to  market  them 
v/ithout  serious  deterioration' ui- on  the  other,'-' 

Studios  in  Grain  Mavk^tiTigr. 

The  Secretary  calls  attention  tp  the  fact  that  investigations  of  the 
milling  and.  baking  Qualities  of  ".'hsat  cind  other  gra.UtO  are.  essential  for  the 
purpose  of  determiiiing  the  relation  or  intrinsic  vai.-.;.&s  ox  s'!..ch  factors  as 
test  weight  per  bushel,  gluten  content,  color;  texture,  gerseraX  appearance, 
different  forrr.s  of  dama,ge  and  mixtures  of  various  inpuritiss  and  treatment 
to  which  grain  is  subjected  in  harj^.ling. 

All  ti-is  is  necessary,  he  .says,  "in  order  not  merely  that  grain  may 
be  properly  graded  but  also  that  the  most  suitable  kinds  of  grain  may  be 
bred;  int:'oo.uced,  and  grc;^^!.    This  v.;ork  has  the  profoundest  effect  on  farm 
operations ,"  '  - 

Land  Utilization  St^ly. 

The  reclamation  of  wet  land,  the  clearing  of  Ccit'-over  land  a.nd  the 
irrigation  of  dry  land  will  add  to  our  prodaccive  areas.    With  a  view  to 
better  and  more  intensive  use  of  land  areas  to  inrrease  agricultTiral  pro- 
duction as  needed,  ,a  committee  of  highly  corrpetent  men  from  the  se-;eral  bu- 
reaus has  been  appointed  to  survey  our  l?jid  area.    The  Secretary  points  out 
that  -'The  largest  increase  in  production,  ho'.vever,  vivast  coi:.e  not  f''?ora  the 
addition  of  new  land  but  from  increased  yields  0x1  the  land  now  ur.dor  tho 
plow.    This  means  a  tigh.tening  up  of  product irn  methods.    Increased  pro- 
duction ordinarily  increases  cost  and  our  efforts  should  be,  therefore,  to 
cheapen  production  as  well  as  marketing  costs.    We  will  be  driven  to  this 
by  increasing  coffpetition  from  foreigrx  fai-mers  in  countric-s  where  the  fer- 
tile land  is  still  vory  cheap  and  v.-here  the  standards  of  rural  life  are  not 
as  high  as  we  de-mand  for  our  ovm  people.    Until  ver;v''  recent  years  this  for- 
eign co^-'petltion  vva.s  not  a  serious  matter.    Our  o^yn  land  was  relatively 
cheap,  and  our  fanners  are  the  best  in  the  world  miCasured  by  the  standard  of 
production  per  man.    Now,  however',  with  land  at  prevailing  prices  oui"  farm- 
ing in  the  futui^e  inust  be  conducted  on  much  more  business-like  lines  and  in 
such  a  way  as  to  return  a  fair  incoT.e  one  year  with  another.     Deferred'  in- 
coTT.e  resulting  from  large  and  rapid  increase  in  fcira  land  values  is  very 
nearly  a  thing  of  the  past." 

Mtter  Housing  For  Department  He ede d . 

The  prompt  construction  of  a,  large  luodern  office  building  to  house 
the  units  of  the  department  which  are  now  scattered  in  more  than  kO  buildings 
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in  various  parts  of  Washington,  is  recorntnended.    The  present  housing  arrange 
ment  results  in  "waste  of  a  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  money  for  which 
the  Government  must  pay»" 

Better  Salaries  Department's  Greatest  Need> 

In  commenting  on  the  need  for  "better  salaries,  the  Secretary  says: 
"The  situation  as  to  salaries  grows  worse  each  year.  Efficient 
leaders  in  the  different  lines  of  the  department's  work  are  one  hy  one 
leaving  the  service  to  accept  employment  at  higher  rates  of  compensation 
or  under  more  favorable  circ-umstances"  . 

If  any  satisfactory  degree  of  pennanence  is  to  he  secured,  the 
Secretary  asserts  "it  will  he  necessary  to  reach  a  salary  standard  where- 
by these  men  will  be  enabled  to  maintain  a  reasonable  standard  of  living 
for  themselves  and  their  families  with  a  small  surplus  to  supplement  the 
totally  inadequate  retirement  provisions  of  the  present  time»" 

Capable  Leadership  Essential. 

"The  most  important  single  problem  before  the  department  at  the 
present  time  is  that  of  securing  and  hbldirg  the  right  kind  of  leader- 
ship in  its  different  lines  of  work" . 

2,      PUILICATION  OF  TEE  MABKET  REPORTER  SUSPENDED, 

The  Secretary  has  issued  the  following  notice  regarding  the  sus- 
pension of  the  publication  of  The  Market  Reporter: 

"Under  a  provision  of  the  Sundry  Civil  Act  of  March  k, 
1921,  Goveinment  Departments  were  required  tc  suspend  publi- 
cation of  all  periodicals  except  those  approved  by  Congress 
by  December  1,  I92I .    A  resolution  empov^rering  the  Congression- 
al Joint  Committee  on  Printing  to  authorize  the  continuance  or 
discontinuance  of  these  periodicals,  among  them  The  Market  Re- 
porter, passed  the  Senate  but  did  not  come  to  a  vote  in  the 
House  before  the  adjournnent  of  the  last  session  of  Congress, 
The  Market  Reporter  will,  therefore,  be  suspended  beginning 
v\;ith  the  issue  of  December  10  until  its  contin\iance  is  author- 
ized by  Congress." 

All  offices  have  been  notified  of  this  suspension,  but  have  been  in- 
structed to  furnish  information  for  publication  in  The  Market  Reporter 
as  usToal , 

3«      EXECUTIVE  OmCE  TO  HAVE  NEW  QUARTERS. 

The  executive  offices  of  the  bureau  are  to  occupy  rooms  in  the 
east  corridor  of  the  seventh  floor  of  the  Bieber  Building.    The  Chief's 
private  office  will  remain  where  it  nov/  is,  room  719'    ^®  partition  be- 
tween rooms  723  and  725  will  be  removed  and  that  roan  will  be  mace  into 
the  private  office  of  the  Associate  Chief,    After  the  removal  of  the 
partition  between  rooms  7^0  and  721,  there  will  be  one  large  room  between 
the  office  of  the  Chief  and  Associate  Chief,  and  this  will  be  the  re- 
ception and  general  executive  office  of  the  bureau^     It  will  be  occupied 
by  Mr.  Hughes,  Misses  Leonard  and»  Ellerbrock  and  Charles  Millard, 
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The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  has  approved  estima.tes  for  the  proposed 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  in  the  amount  of  $3,620,960,  which  is 
the  sum  asked  for  by  the  department  in  its  annual  estimates.  This 
amotint  is  an  increase  of  $201, 6S6  over  the  combined  appropriations  for 
1922  for  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  and  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management  and  Farm  Economics. 

5.  LIBRARIES  TO  BE  CONSOLIDATED. 

The  libraries  of  the  former  Bvxreau  of  Markets,  and  former  Bureau 
of  Crop  Estimates  and  the  Office  of  Fann  Management  and  Farm  Economics 
are  to  be  consolidated  with  the  economic  material  in  the  Department 
Library  and  operated  as  the  Economics  Section  of  the  Department  Library. 
The  periodical  work  of  the  former  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the  Office  of 
Farm  Management  has  already  been  combined,  and  the  circulation  is  now 
handled  from  one  desk.    Bids  are  being  asked  for  the  metal  shelving 
needed,  in  order  to  have  it  ready  when  space  is  definitely  assigned 
on  one  of  the  floors  of  the  Bieber  Building,    Miss  Mary  G-.  Lacy,  the

6.  RESEARCH  AND  FOREIGN  STATISTICS  SECTION  ORGANIZED. 

The  Crop  Records  and  the  Foreign  Inforimtion  Section  are  now  com- 
bined into  one,  to  be  known  as  "Research  and  Foreign  Statistics  Section" 
of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  and  Prices, 

This  unit  is  in  charge  of  Mr,  Frank  Andrews ,  and  in  his  absence, 
Mr.  C.  L..  Luedtke  will  be  tempoi'arily  in  charge. 

This  section  does  not  include  the  library  of  the  former  Bureau  of 
Crop  Estimates,  which  is  to  be  a  part  of  the  Economics  Section  of  the  De- 
partment Library, 

7.  PROF.  COLE  ADDRESSES  DEPARTMENT  WORKERS, 

Prof,  Cole's  address  on  "Costs,  Their  Nature,  Their  Determination 
and  Their  Importance"  was  calculated  to  stimulate  interest  among  laymen 
in  the  study  of  costs.     Sich  studies  v/ere  described  by  Prof,  Cole  as 
offering  the  best  kind  of  intellectual  exercise  and  the  best  kind  of  fm. 
Purposes  of  cost  studies,  kinds  of  costs,  and  methods  cf  determination 
were  among  the  phases  touched  on,  and  made  more  interesting  Isy  a  wealth 
of  illustrations  from  e very-day  life.

This  postporiemen't  of  dates  is  made-  to  enahle  the  Crop  Re- 
porting Board  to  complete  the  work  of  revising  the  acreage,  yield  per  . 
acre,  production  and  valuation  figui'es  for  the  principal  crops  in 
States  for  the  years  ISI9,  I92O  and  I921,  on  the  basis  of  the  last  cen- 
sus.   The  delay  is  made  necessary  by  the-  enormor-.s  amoimt  of  work  in- 
volved in  checking,  the  crop  estimates  for  19.19  v.lv.h  the  census  data  for 
that  year  and  making  the  necessary,  revisions  of  the  I320  and  I92I  esti- 
ina.teh  .     The  reconciliation  of  the  crop  estirrates  and  cemu.s  figures  for 
1919  is  -especially  difficult  hf)Cc\u&e  of  the  change  In  date ,  of  taking  the 
census,  daanges  in  the  fora  of  the  censu.-^  schedules,  and  annormal  changes 

■  due  to  the  v^a.x  in  crop  acreages  shov\n  in  the  censiis  report  for  I909, 
upon  which  the  estimates  for  the  succeeding  trrelvs  years  were  "based. 
It  is  to  he  noted  j-lso  that  co;.Tplete  census  reports  for  a  few  States 
are  not  yet  .published.

Mr.  D,  S,  Bullock,  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  of  this  bureau 
at  Buenos  Aires,  is  making  a  survey  of  ct-op  reporting  systems  in  South 
America,    His  report  on  Argentina  l^s  been  received  and  a  small  edition 
has  been  mimeographed  for  use  in  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics 
and  Prices . 

Mr,  Bullock  is  also  obtaining  crop  and  live  stock  reports  from 
Argentina  and  Uruguay,  and  with  them  he  is  sending  in  his  comrrents  and 
explanations  of  current  agricultural  conditions  in  South  America.  The 
most  important  fecttures  of  these  reports  are  cabled  direct  to  the  Wash- 
ington office , 

16.  AT  THE  BUREAU  COUNCIL. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Bureau  Council  yesterday  m.orning,  Dr,  C.  J. 
Galpin,  in  charge  of  Rural  Life  Studies  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management 
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and  Farm  Economics,  presented  a  forceful  argument  on  the  necessity  for 
more  exact  laiowledgQ  regarding  the  farm  population  of  the  country*  He 
showed  the  need  for  it,  particularly  as  a  basis  for  thorough  scientific 
and  ■  extension  work  in  agriculture.     Dt\,  Galpin,  speaking  frequently  in 
the  terms  of  crop  and  live  stock  workers,  made  very  clear  the  present 
lack  of  exact  knowledge  of  total  farm  population,  population  per  speci- 
fied unit,  movea.ent  of  farm  population,  literacy,  staoility,  persistency 
of  farm  families,  groupings  and  what ^ they  mean,  standards  of  living  per 
specified  unit,  the  pathology  hoth  physical  and  social,  and  the  psy- 
chology and  the  ide.vls  of  our  farm  population.    All 'of.  these  funda- 
mental matters  h^vd  always  "been  guessed  at  and  presupposed  "by  scientif- 
ic and  extension  workers  in  planning  their  a,ctivities  for  agriculture 
and  agricultural  people.      Dr.  Galpin  considers  that  the  chief  function 
of  his  small  group  of  research  workers  is  to  stimulate  intensive  study, 
on  a  project  basis,  in  the  several  States  and  as  a  result  nov^;  has 
definite  research  work  under  way  on  a  "fifty-fifty"  "basis  in  I5  States, 
Dr.  0.  E.  Baker  reviewed  the  plans  for  the .  forthcoming  yearbook 
which  is  to  he  economic  in  nature  and  gave  a  report  on  the  progress  of 
its  preparation.

m.entiOi'ied  several  specific  cases  v^here  material  at  the  London  office  was 
availcble  or  readily  obtainable  which  m.ight  have  been  used  to  advantage 
in  connection  v/ith  surveys  or  reports  -undertaken  in  the  commodity  divi- 
sions or  by  specialists  in  the  bureau  at  ^''ashir.gton,  but  concerning 
which  he  had  had  no  notice  until  it  was  too  la-t?  to  be  of  sen*ice.  Mr, 
Estabrook  expressed  the  hope  that  every  project  leader  would  bear  this 
in  mind  ^nd  endeavor . to  cooperate  with-Mr,  Foley  in  utilising  the 
facilities  of  the  Lsndon  office  to  the  best  advantage, 

IS.      SURVEY  OF  BANK  CREDIT  TO  FARMERS  COMPLETED. 

The  Division  of  Farm  Financial  Relations,  of  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management  and  Farm  Economics,  has  recently  cornpleted  a  survey  of  bank 
credit  to  fanners,  as- a  result  of  which  it  is  estimated  that  on  December 
31,  1920  the  banks  in  the  United  States  had  outstanding  approximately 
$3,270,000,000.  in  personal  and  collateral  loans  to  farmers  and  . 
$1,^50,000,000  in  farm  mortgage  In^^ng.    Total  bank  loans  to  farmers 
approxiiT-ated  ISfo  of  bank  loans  to  :.ll  customers.    For  the  United  States 
as  a  whole,  jG-p  of  the  basks  had  some  farm  business.  ■

NOT  3UITAELE  FOH  USE  5Y  FIElD  OFFICES . 

The  newly  printed  official  Government  telegraph  blanks  (Form  El), 
which  are  used  for  Government  telegrams  filed  v/ith  the  commercial  com- 
panies, contain  an  instruction  in  the  upper  left  hand  corner,  addressed 
to  the  Manager,  Telegraph  Company,  as  follows: 

"This  message  should  be  sent  -  Paid  Government  Bate 
While  this  form  of  blank  can  be  properly  used  by  ^'ashington  offices  it  is 
not  generally  su.itivble  for  field  offices  and  should  not  be  furnished  on 
requisition  or  otherwise  because  the  instructiori  mentioned  conflicts 
with  the  iiile  t'm.t  all  telegrams  addressed  tc  '"Washington  should  be  sent 
Collect  Governaent  Rate.      If  any  field  office  has  received  a  supply  of 
the  new  blanks  it  is  requested  that  particular  care  be  e:TCrci3ed  to 
blot  out  the  instriction  mentioned  before  a  collect  Government  telegram, 
is  filed  in  order  to  avoid  confusion  in  the  .  corrinercial  accounts  and  pre- 
vent-delay  and  incorrect  checking. 

If  a  field  office  maintains  a  local  charge  account  with  the  com- 
mercial companies  and  it  is  desired  to  send  a  telegram  "Paid,  Governmient 
Rate,"  the  new  blank  m-^y  be  used  without  changing  the  printed  instructions. 

Senders  of  telegrams  should  at  all  times  carefully  follow  the 
directions  given  in  the  Bureau  Nev/s,  Volume  5,  No.  21,  item  9>  regard 
to  indicating  the  check  on  telegrams.

The  legalization  of  cooperative  combinations  of  farmers  for  the 
purpose  of  marketing,  grading,  sorting,  processing  or  distributing  farm 
products,  the  establishment  of  agricultural  attaches  in  Europe,  and  the 
lowering  of  freight  rates  on  agricultTiral  cornnoditjes  are  among  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Joint  Commission  of  Agricultural  Inquiry  in  its  report 
to  Congress.    This  report,  which  is  entitled  "The  Agricultural  Crisis  and 
Its  Causes"  is  to  be  followed  by  three  others  dealing  with: _ 

The  adeqTjacy  and  efficiency  of  the  credit  machinery  and  resources 
of  the  co-untry. 

Transportation. 

Marketing  and  distribution. 
Ext ens ion  of  Warehouse  System  Favored . 

In  reporting  on  the  warehouse  system  of  this  couixtry,  the  report 
reads  in  part : 

"There  should  be  a  national  warehouse  system  which  would 
provide  -uniform  liability  on  the  part  of  the  warehouseman  and 
in  which  the  moral  and  financial  hazards  are  fully  insured. 
To  this  end  the  commission  reconmends  the  extension  of  the  ex- 
isting Federal  warehouse  law  and  the  passage  by  the  several 
States  of  Tonlforra  laws  regulating  the  liability  of  warehouse- 
men and  the  services  rendered  ty  them," 
Statistics  of  Agriculture. 

The  commission  believes  that  there  should  be  an  expansion  of  the 
statistical  divisions  of  this  department  particularly  along  lines  of  pro- 
curement of  live-stock  statistics.

In  order 
to  relieve  that  clerk  of  responsibility  in  connection  with  the  certifi- 
cation of  salaries  of  persons  whose  status  has  been  changed  and  of  which 
profnpt  notification  has  not  been  furnished,  the  person  in  each  division 
whose  duty  it  is  to  notify  the  payroll  clerk  will  be  held  financially" 
responsible  for  any  losses  incurred  through  the  overpayment  of  salaries.

16.  GRAIN  SORGHUMS  BEING  STUDIED.  ■  >  , 

The  Grain  Division  of  this  bureau  h^^s  practically  completed  its 
grain  sorghum  standardization  investigations,  which  have  been  conducted 
with  a  view  to  securing  data  upon^.jWhich  to  base  official  standards  for 
this  grain.    '  Tentative'  grades  based  upon  the  results  cf  the  invesoiga- 
tions  were  prepared  during  the  past  summer  and  ware  siiljmitted  to  the 
various  members  of  the  grain  trade  and  to  the  grain  inspection  depart- 
ments most  directly  interested  in , the  grading'  of  grain  sorghtms ,  The 
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tentative  grades  were  favorably  commented  iqpon  and  were  considered  by 
the  various  interests  to  wHan  they  were  submitted  to  be  more  satis- 
factory than  the  grades  then  in  use,  with  the  result  tha^t  the  tenta- 
tive grades  were  adopted  and  made  effective  by  the  two  state  grain  in- 
spection departments  and  by  the  inspection  departments  cf  several  in- 
dependent grain  exchanges  located' in  the  Southwest. 

The  distinguishing  characteristics  determining  the  differences 
between  the  classes,  varieties,  etc.,  of  the  grain  sorghums  are  not  as 
thoroughly  understood  by  many  grain  inspectors  and  members  of  the  grain 
trade  as  are  the  characteristics  distinguishing  the  other  grains, 
particularly  of  wheat,  com,  and  oats,  and  in  order  to  prevent  confu- 
sion and  misgrading  by  the.  grain  inspectors  and  others  responsible  for 
the  corx^ect  application  of  the  grades,  a  grain  sorghum  school  was  opened 
ly  the  Grain  Division  in  November  of  this  year.      This  school  -is  now 
open  and  the  course  is  free  to  all  grain  inspectors  and  members  of  the 
grain  trade  who  are  officially  or  financially  interested  in  the  correct 
grading  of  grain  sorghums.      The  school  is  located  at  the  General  Field 
Headquarters  of  Federal  Grain  Supervision,  at  Chicago,  and  is  beijig  con- 
ducted by  a  grain  sorghum  specialist,  Mr.  B.  E..  Rothgeb,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  grain  sorghum  standardization  investigations  of  the  Department. 

The  course  offered  consists  of  an  intensive  stuciy  of  the  grain 
sorghums  and  of  the  tentative  standards  for  this  grain.      The  first 
class  included  the  chief  grain  inspectors  of  the  three  most  important 
grain  sorghum  markets  in  the  United  States,  and  several  federal  grain 
supervisors,  four  of  whom  are  in  charge  cf  district  offices  of  Federal 
Grain  Supervision.    The  members  of  the  first  class  were  so  enthusiastic 
over  the  work  of  the  school,  that  on  gojjig  back  to  their  respective 
stations  they  induced  not  only  other  grain  inspectors  to  attend  the 
second  class,  but  also  some  of  the  grain  sorghum  dealers. 

The  work  of  the  grain  sorghum  school  will  not  only  tend  to  in- 
crease the  efficiency  of  the  application  of  the  tentative  grain  sorghum 
grades,  v^hich  are  now  the  official  grades  at  many  of  the  grain  sorghum 
markets,  but  will  prepare  the  grain  inspectors  and  Federal  Grain  Super- 
vision officials  for  the  correct  application  of  the  grain  sorghum 
standards  when  such  standards  are  officially  fixed  under  the  provisions 
of  the  United  States  grain  standards  Act.

Several  complaints  have  "been  received  recently  Tby  the  Section  of 
Property  and  Supplies  regarding  the  length  of  time  i-aquired  for  ohcaln- 
ing  acceptance  of  informal  "bids  for  purchases  to  he  made  i-o.  the  field 
on  "bids  obtained  hy  the  field  men.   ■  This  delay  is  uaavoidaole  and  is  ■ 
occasioned  "by  the  fact'  that  clearance  must  he  secured  from  the  General 
Supply  Committee  "before  the  hids  can  he  considered,  by  the  Board  of 
Awards.     'It  is  often  necessary  to  take'  the  matter  up  with  one  or  more 
Government  offices  which  my  report  similar  articles  as  surplus  proper- 
ty available  for  transfer.      Investigation  must  he  made  to  dete?r-mine 
whether  or  not  such  property  can  he  used  to  advantage  and,  if  not, 
waiver  secured  from  the  ■Chief  Coordsjnator,  General  Supply.  Therefore, 
if  it  is  believed  that- bids  when  obtained  by  f  ield  men  will  not  hold 
good  until  after  clearance  can  be: obtained,  it  would  be  advisable  to 
request  clearance  in  advance  of  obtaining  'bids.      When  specifications 
are  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Awards,  clearance  is  alv/ays  obtained 
before  the  proposals  are' sent  out, 

19.  MR.  LOWER  TO  DISPOSE  OF  SURPLUS  PSRISEABIE  COMMODITIES. 

All  surplus  products  of  a  perishable  nature  arising  from  ex- 
perimentation in  Washington  or  at  the  experimental  farms  in  the 
vicinity  of  Washington  are  to  be  turned  over  for  disposition  to  Mr.

20 .  DR.  TAYLOR  VISITS  NEW  YOBK  OmCES. 

Dr.  Taylor  spent  last  Friday  in  New  York  City  where  he  met  the 
members  of  the  staff  located  in  that  city.      With  Mr.  W.  H.  Stanton, 
v;ho  is  in  charge  of  the  local  fruit  and  vegetable  office,  he  met  mem- 
bers of  the  produce  trade  and  dis classed  cur  news  service  work.    He  ac- 
companied Mr.  C.  W.  Fryhofer  on  a  butter  inspection  trip  ai^d  was  with 
Mr,  Mercker  when  he  made  an  inspection  of  apples.      The  cotton  office 
was  also  visited  an-d  Mr.  Barbot  introduced  the  Chief  to  members  of  the 
cotton  exchange,  with  whom  Dr.  Taylor  discussed  questions  relating  to 
the  classification  ajid  certification  of  cotton.      Mr,  Laurel  Duvel 
received  the  Chief  at  the  grain  office  and  outlined  the  work  being 
done  under  Federal  Grain  Supervision, 
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Dr.  Taylor  was  very  nmch  pleased  with  the  way  the  work  is  heing 
conducted  and  expressed  satisfaction  at  the  apparent  cordial  relation- 
ship which  exists  hetv/een  otir  offices  and  the  trade. 

In  the  evening,  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Asher  Hobson,  he  met  a  n-cnher 
of  the  graduate  students  of  the  School  of  Business  of  Columbia  University. 

21.      AT  THE  BUBEAU  COTOTCIL. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  bureau  council  yesterday  morning,  Mr,  C,  V. 
Mialin,  acting  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Live  Stock,  Meats  and  Wool, 
discussed  the  v/ork  his  division  is  doing  and  outlined  plans  for  proposed 
future  investigations.      Dr.  H.  E.  Erdman  spoke  about  the  study  of  the 
cost  and  methods  of  marketing  live,  stock  which  is  being  conducted  under 
his  supervision,  and  Mr.  R.  C.  Potts,  addressed  the  conference  on  the 
activities  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products.      Mr,  J.  0, 
Bell  outlined  the  xvork  of  the  cold  storage  section. 
Tardiness  discussed. 

Dr.  Taylor  exhibited  a  chart  showing  the  percentage  of  einployes 
arriving  before  and  after  9  a.m.,  and  leaving  before  and  after  U.30  p.m. 
This  chart  shows  some  improvement  over  last  month,  but  the  showing  is 
not  yet- entirely  satisfactory.    Dr.  Taylor  suggested  that  the  project 
leader  should  make  it  a  point  to  observe  the  attendance  of  his  force, 
as  habitual  tardiness  in  arriving  and  earliness  in  leaving    is  a  good 
index  of  the  interest  which  employes  have  in  their  work;  that  of  course 
it  is  the  desire  of  the  administrative  office  that  every  one  should  be 
interested  in  the  inportant  work  of  the  bureau  and  that  sooner  or  later 
those  who  are  not  interested  would  realize  that  they  are  in  the  minority, 
their  surroundings  would  cease  to  be  congenial,  and  they  would  feel  it 
to  their  advantage  to  seek  emplo;/ment  elsewhere.     Mr.  Estabrook  mentioned 
the  fact  that  Secretary  Wallace  has  sho^wn  more  interest  in  the  attendance 
of  employes  than  any  previous  Secretary  in  the  last  twenty-five  years. 
The  Secretary  is  deeply  interested  in  his  own  work  and  is  habitually 
at  his  desk  at  5,30  a.m.,  and  does  not  leave  until  late  in  the  afternoon 
or  evening,     Mr.  Estabrook  suggested  that  restrictive  rules  and  regula- 
tions are  usually  the  result  of  a  few  individ-uals  who  habitually    abuse  a 
privilege  and  that  it  would  be  most  unfortunate  if  a  relatively  small 
number  of  employes  in  this  and  other  bureaus  should  continue  to  arrive 
late  and  leave  early  to  such  an  extent  as  to  necessitate  the  keeping 
and  checking  of  time  records  and  the  iirposition  of  severe  penalties  for 
tardiness;    and  that  it  might  be  well  if  th©  project  leaders  would  bring 
this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  enployes  associated  with  them  and  stress 
the  importance  of  all  cooperating  to  make  further  restrictions  unnecessary. 
He  also  stressed  the  fact  that  the  spirit  of  service  and  accomplishment 
of  work  is  of  far  greater  importance  tlian  presence  for  duty  a  few  minutes 
more  or  less  each  day,  and  that  the  stringent  enforcement  of  rales  and 
regulations  regarding  tardiness  might  not  be  conducive  to  the  best  service 
and  accomplishment.      Dr.  Taylor  reinforced  this  statement  by  saying  that 
the  administrative  office  is  inclined  to  be  generous  in  the  mjatter  of  time 
and  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  adopting  more  st^'ingent  rales  it 
would  be  well  for  the  project  leader  to  make  special  note  of  employes  who 
are  habitually  tardy  in  arriving  or  accustomjed  to  leaving  before  4.30,  and 
report  the  facts  to  the  administrative  office. 
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22.  MR,  GILBERT  BEPORTS  PROGRESS  IN  RADIO  WOBK.  . 

Mr.  J.  C,  Gilbert  returned  to  7/ashingtcn  last  Tharsday  after  hav- 
ing visited -seven  of'  the  State  "bureaus  or  division  of  naarkets  in  the  mid- 
dle wgst,  relative  to  the  dissemination  of  information  "by  radio. 

At  Minneapolis,  a  plan  was  developed  in  cooperation  v;ith  the  State  ; 
Bureau  of  Markets  and  the  extension  service  of '  the  agricultural  college 
which  will  place, in" the  hands  of  the  people  in  all  parts  of  the  State 
daily  rharfeet  information  hy  radio.      The  agricultural  college  has  appoint- 
ed an  extension  worker  to  take  charge  of  this  piece  of  work. 

At  Madison,  Wis.,  Mr,  Gilbert  fcomd  a  highly  developed  program  of  . 
marketing  activities,  including  the  dissemination  of' reports  by  wireless, 
being  pushed  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Markets  in  cooperation  .with  th© 
University,  .  .     ,  • 

Mr.  Gilbert  conferred  also  with  the  newly  appointed  director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Foods  and  Markets,  at  Lansing,  Mich,  ,  relative  to  a  cooperative 
program  of  activities.     Many  lines  pf  work  were  discussed  and  undoubted- 
ly some  work  in  cooperation,  with  this  bureau  will  be  inaugurated. 

Satisfactory  conferences  were  also  had  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
and  at  Columbus ,,  Mr .  Gilbert  addressed  a  conference  of  extension- and  farm 
bureau  workers  on  the  development  of  a  state-wide  wireless  program  for 
Ohio.
